VIOLENCE ON THE ROCK ISLAND ROAD, 


Strike Begins in the Early Morning and 
All Trains Step at Night. 

The strike on-the Rock Island road began 
at 7 o’clock yesterday morning. It was well 
planned by Dictater Debs, as officials of the 
road were notespeoting the men to go out 
until noon, The fifen had said they would 
probably work ailday, From the moment 
the strike commenced acts of violence were 
reported.all along the tracks from Thirty- 
first street somgh to Blue Isiand, Switches 
were spiked, @baches ‘were stoned, men who 
wished to work.were driven from their duties,

The switch engines 
were all run on a side track. 


ST. PAUL SWITCHMEN WALK OUT. 


They Obey Debs’ Order to Join the Strike 
Situation at the Union Depot. 

There was a good deal of confusion at the 
Union Depot yesterday, both among the rail- 
way officials and the railway employés. The 
officials were jn a state of coastant anxiety, 
for they did not know at what moment Dic- 
tatot Debs might withdraw from their servite 
the men they had employed. The employés, 
on the other hand, were on thé constant look- 
out foray order from the dictator, directing 
them to abandon their positions and become a 
part of his vast army of. strikers, Many of 
these men, it is true, were not at all desirous 
of, becoming a partof Debs’ army, but through 
fear of personal violence or even their lives 
they were ready to respond to the call. 

The passenger service on all roads leaving 
the depot was at one time or another during 
the day cripled to some extent by the orders 
of the dictator, but none of the trains was de- 
layed over half an hour, and the’ majority of 
them arrived and departed on time. About 
the only coffusion that amounted to any- 
thing was when the switchmen in the employ 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St.. Paul road, 
in response te an order from the dictator, at 
1 o’cleck in.the afternoon walked out. The 
only excuse these men gave was that Debs 
had ordered them ont. Less than half an 
hour after they had*quit work about a third 
of them came back, and at 8 o’clock they all 


returned and told Supt. Barr’ they 
would work until 6 = o’clock, when 
the night shift was due to .come on. 


1 The striking of these men was something of a 


surprise to the St. Paul officials, but the 
Superintendent with all possible haste got 
together the yarldmasters and trainmasters 
and set them to work making up the trains 
due to go out. Meantime the depot becume 
crowded with people who had come there with 
the intention of leaving town over the St. 
Paul road. By 2 o’clock, however, the trains 
were made up, and from that hour on all trains 
left on time. 

The Pennsylvania switchmen. all went out 
about 11 o’clock. These men did not want 
to quit, but they were informed by a commit- 
tee from Dictator Debs’ army~»that unless 
they abandoned their posts violence would 
be used. The committee consisted of 
fourteen men, and they watked down through 
the yards’ notifying the Pennsylvania em- 
ployés as they went that they must 
stop work or suffer the. consequences, 
Supt. Law organized. a temporary force 
of men and managed to make up all 
passenger trains so that none were delayed. 
An hour or soafter the switchmen guit the 
firemen employed on the switch engires came 
to Supt. Law and told bim they were afraid 
to work any longer. They told him the track- 
where they had to work were lined with striks 
ers, who hissed and derided them contiually. 
After this all freight traffic was abandoned 
and the efforts of the officials of the road were 
devoted to the movement of the passenger 
traffic. 

Effort to Wreck a Suburban. 

Early in the forenoon one>+of Dictator 
Debs’ lawless minions nearly succeeded in 
wrecking a Burlington suburban train. The 
Denver Express had come into the depot and 
discharged its passengers. A switch engine 
was then attached and started with the empty 
cars to'the Sixteenth street passenger yards 
of the read. At Polk street a striker jumped 


1°on the platform of the Pullman car next to 


the engine and threw out of gear the air 
brake, so that the engineer was unable to 
control the train. <A few rods in front of him 
was a suburban passenger train waiting to be 
switched into the depot. The engineér on 
the switch engine reversed his engine, but. 
having no control over the brakes the train 
forged ahead and struck the suburban train 
with great force. A number of windows 
were broken and the platform of. the car that 
was struck! was somewhat damaged, but 
fortunately no one was hurt, 

Stationmaster Glenn employed a number 
of men yesterday morning.to’ take the places 
of the gatemen at the grade crossings be 
tween Western avenue and Canal street, but 
none of them was permitted ‘to go to work. 
As on the day before, lawless, strikers drove 
then: froni their posts as fast as) they arrived, 
About 2 o’ciock Peter: Cohen of No. 201 
West Taylor street, who had been employed 
‘as flagman at. one of the mopst dangerous 
places in the yards, under the Lake street 
viaduct, was assaulted by a gang of twenty of 
Dictat®r Debs’ men, He was struck several 
times, the flag was taken from him, and he 
was told if he did not abandon his post he 
would be killed. He at cncp reported the 
situation to Stationmaster Glenn: and said he 
did not care to work -any longer under the 
present condition of affairs. 

Burlington Men Go Out. 


All but twenty-two of the 100'switch-engine 
men quit work in the Burlington yardsin the 
forenoon at the command of the dictator. 
Enough extra men were secured to make up 
eight crews, however, so that the company 
was able to handle all its passeriger trains and 
to dispose of its freight business. It was 
compelled, however, to double up some of 
the suburban trains. The through trains, 
however, were sent out as usual, with the 
regular number of Pullman cars attached. 

The Alton road experienced no delays so 
far as its passenger traffic was concerned, but 
the freight traffic was at pretty much of a 
standstilll. The officials of the road say, 
however, that they will mAke an effort Mon- 
day to fill the places of those who deserted 
thein. 

Along the joint tracks of thre Pan-Handle 
and St. Paul roads;/from Western avenue to 
Canal. streets. numerous acts of lawlessness 
were committed during the afternoon. The 
crews operating the switch engines were fre- 
quently stoned, and several of the em ployés 
of the road were seriously injured. Thomas 
Kuhns, a brakeman in the employ of the Pan-

Handle road, was knocked down and severely 
beaten in. the Ourtis street yards as 


A number of police. 
men, seeing the danger in which he was 


placed, ran to the rescue 
arrests were made, — 
Mlagman Is Brutally Beaten. 
Thomas Cole of Columbus, 0., who took a 
posiion as flagman at ithe Cartis street 
crossing of the Pan-Handlé road in the morn- 
ing, Was assailed by a moti of strikers and is 
now confined at the County Hospital as a re- 
sult of the brutal treatment he received. 
About 1 o’clock a number of the strikers ap. 
proached Cole at his post of duty and tried to 
induee him to quit work. He refused and one 
of the strikers stepping up'to him told him if 
he did not clear out he would be kisled. Cole 
responded by drawing a revolver, telling them 
if they attempted any violenee some one would 
be killed. Meantime a crowd-had assembled 
and some one sprang upon) Cole from behind, 
A monient more and he was lyimg on the 
ground, and the cowardly followers of ‘Die- 
tator Debs were kicking him about the face 
and body. A policeman who was standing 
some distance down the track,  see- 
ing the the trouble, ran up and drove the as- 
saiiants away, or it is probable they 
would have kijled Cole, He was earried into 
the round-house at Curtis street and attended 
by the physician of the Pan-Handle road. He 
was then reinoved toe the County Hospital, 
John Wilson, a ‘flagman who was stationed at 
the Clinton street crossing, received similar 
treatment, but was not so seriously injured. 
Asa Pan-Handle switch-engine was passing 
Morgan street at 2 o’clock| a mob of strikers 
at that point began throwitg stones at it. The 
fireman received a severe blow on the should. 
er, when one of the brakemen on the engine 
drew a revolver and discharged several shots 
at the crowd, The engineer opened the throt- 
tleand they weré seon out of reach of the 
stones. The crew did not wait to see_whether 
the shots fired from the revolver took effect. 
Owing to the extreme violence and lawiess- 
ness of the riotous followers of Dictator Debs 
at Riverdale and one or two other points .on 
the Pan-Handle road beyond the city limits 
the officials of that road decided to abancon 
the fast express and mail train which is due 
to leave at 8:20 o’clock in the -even- 
ing. This train carries mail and Pullman 
sleeping cars to Cincinnati, Lonisyiile, In- 
dianapolis, and Springfield,O. It is the same 
train which was held up by the riotous strik- 
ers at Riverdale Friday night. The officials 
of the road, after holding a consultation, de- 
cided it would be wrong to endanger the lives 
of the passengers.and of their emplayés by

ENGINEERS DO NOT CARE TO WORK, 


Illinois Central Affairs Yesterduy Were in 
Rather a Mixed State. 

To all outward seeming everythng was 
quiet along the Llineis Central during. day- 
light yesterday. The quietness, however, was 
the quietness of enforced idleness; there were 
no trains and the strikers therefore had noth- 
ing to molest. Early in the day the engineers 
and firemen who had remained faithful to 
their posts notified the company that they did 
not care to work longer without mare efficient 
protection. They said they were working in 
danger of their lives owing to the strikers and 
that the police afforded them no protection. 
General Superintendent Sullivan thereupon 
issued the following notice: 

Owing tothe vielent and lawless acts of the 
strikers yesterday and last) night, the threats of 
doing physical violence toithe extent of taking 
the lives of our employés cofitinuing at work, the 
vicious assault upon Traimmaster Hopkins at 
Clark and Sigteenth streets; the capture and dis 
abling of a suburban engine/by strikers at Home 
wood, the capture and derailment of another 
suburban engine, leaving’ it disabléd. and 
exposed to co'llision on main track near 
Kensington, the stoning of engines at- 
tached to trains, the breaking of 
machinery of engines at various points, the tam- 
pering and disablement of the machinery and 
switches at interlocking towers, the tampering 
with and destruction of some of the electric block 
signals, the destruction of switch and semaphores 
signals governing the safe movement of trains, 
we have suspended our suburban service until 
adequate police protection can be provided to 
prevent exposing either passengers, or our em 


ployés who are willing to werk, to injary.

All the things detailed in the foregoing 
notice have actually occurred, and they have 
occurred, too, underthe eyes of the police, 
Nearly 150 officers are supposed to be guard. 
ing tne Ulinois Central from riotoys strikers; 
there have been riot, disorder, and violence of 
every sort, but the police have neither arrest- 
ed any of the offenders nor stopped the law- 
less acts. Whenasked they invariably deny 
there has been any trouble, They denied that 
a freight car was burned at Burnside Wednes- 
day night; that the box of yard engines was 
cut; thata mailtrain and the Diamond Spe- 
cial were stopped last night; that engines 
have been cut off trdimg and ** killed,”’ or that 
any sort of trouble has occurred on the 
[itinois Central. By the testimony of the 
officers of the road and by the evidences of 
a reporter’s eyesight all these things have 
been .done. The police, who are ostensibly 
guarding the places, know nothing abont it. 
Because the police could not do their duty 
the Illinois Centtral’s suburban traffic was en- 
tirely stopped’ during the morning. After 
midday Capt. Powets placed two of his men 
in each train between Thirty-ninth street and 
Grand Crossing. Then the ordinary suburban 
service was resumed, but the express trains 
were entirely abandoned. 

Durmg the’ afternoon there was again 
trouble at Burnside and, as before, it was 
practically all over by the time the 
police reached the scene. 
the employ of the Belt line 
decided to quit amd turned > 
of. their road across their own 
and the tracks of the Illinois Central. The 
crossing is one of the most important in the 
city and practically controls all railroads 
using the Belt line and the Illinois Central. 
The first to feel the new blockade was train 
No. 54 on the Wabash road, bound for De. 
troit. .Finding thesignals against it it stopped 
at the crossing. A few minutes afterwards 
the Baltimore and Ohio passengert train No, 
6, which left the city at 3 o clock, drew up, 
behind the Wabash train. Then from a 
diagonal track came the Monon train, known 
as the Lafayette accommodation. This train 
also had to stop. The Baltimore and Uhio | 
train carried. mail, bat the men who had set 


the switches appeared to care nothing for 


that and the train had to wait. 
Trains Tied Up. 

For an hour and a half these three trains 
stood at the crossing. Someone sent notice 
to the Grand Trunk offices, and at the same 
time Sergt. Maloney. who is in charge of the 
twenty police officers supposed to prevent 
exactly such troubles at Burnside, called up 
Capt. Powers. This official started for Burn- 
side with ten more officers, but an engine and 
car, carrying Belt Line Trainmaster J. W, 
Warner and a load of detectives, beat the 
police to the spot. Not being imcumbered 
with uniforms and clubs, — detectives dived 
into the crowd and «made for the switches. 


They gave the proper signals, and one train

“Engine No. 221 was seized. by the 
strikers and run. between the Chicago 
‘and Eastern Illinoig crossing and Homewood 
for the purpose of cartying strikers to diseble 
all engines found between those points. 
When this work was done Engine No, 221 
was derailed and ieft foul of the main track 
without protection, exposing other trains to 
the danger of colliding with it. Strikers took 
possession of the interlocking tower at Sev- 
enty-first street and Sdipp avenue, removing 
‘the combination board and destroying it and 
otherwise interfering with and breaking the 
interlocking apparatus of the tower, making 
it necessary to close the derails and spike the 
switches for the main track on the South 
Chicago branch.”’ 


STONES THROWN AT TAGE PULLMANS. 


Grand Trunk Passenger Train Runs a Gant- 
let of Angry Mobs. 

Trains on the Grand Trunk have only been 

able to run with considerable difficulty and 


great loss of time. Thethrough train which 
left Chicago last evening at 8:15 was nearly 
two hours in getting out of the city. Crowds 
of people were gathered about each crossing 
and they greeted the passage of the train with 
shouts of derision, Between Thirty- 
first and Forty-first streets several 
stones were thrown through the win- 
dows of the Pulimans, ‘creating. great 
consternation among the passengers. As the 
train approached a street crossing the people 
would move their heads until they were be- 
yond the range of missiles. Trainmen re- 
ported that scarcely one-fourth the usval 
number of passengers traveled in Pullmans. 
Twenty Deputy Marshais accompanied the 
train as far as Blue Island, and at eac 
of the numerous stops made’ by the train 
for open switches they would dismount and 
mingle among the sufrounding crowds, but 
no violence Was attempted.

OFFICIALS STILL MAKE UP TRAINS. 


Few New Men Secured for the Milwaukee 
YardsePrices of Provisions Up. 

Mitwavxrr, Wis., June 30.—[Specia!.]— 
The strike situation remains unchanged here. 
At the yards of the Chicago and Northwestern 
all the switchmen and carmakers are out, and 
whatever trains are moving have been made 
up by the officials. The sleeper on the Ash- 
land division tonight was a Wagner instead 
of the usual Pullman car. Supt. Cantilion 
claims he can secure all the men he wants, 
but it is significant that only a few men have 


been hired. There are a number of 
contradictory reports in regard to the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul. Absistant 


Superintendent McKenna claims none of the 
men struck here,while some of the switchmen 
say that some of the nen obeyed the order to 
strike, but after discussing the order in a meet- 
ing concluded they had no grievance and re- 
turned to work. 

Trains are moving all right on the line at 
this point. Organizers of the American Rail- 
way Union have been busy since yesterday 
noon in the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad yards. Asa result, members of the 
order claim to have 200 members who are 
now in the employ of that company. Ata 
meeting of the West Milwaukee shopmen the 
locomptive firemen reported that they would 
not hahdie trains made up by non-union men. 

Receiver Payne of the Northern Pacific 
stated that an effort was being made to move 
trains on the Northern Pacific arid with par- 
tial success. The passenger trains were mov- 
ing, with Pullman cars attached, According 
to Mr. Payne there is a division among the 
men, the engineers, conductors, and trainmen” 
protesting against the strike, All of the 
trouble, Mr. Payne says, comes from the fire- 
meni, and many of the trains are now being 
run with non-union men. 

The most’ serious effect of the strike here 
is in the increased price of vegetabies, which 
in a day have taken a jump of 100 per cent. 
The brewers are shy in shipping beer. The 
refrigerator cars stand on the tracks of both 
the St. Paul and Northwestern roads without 
being used. While the average daily ship- 
ments during the hot weather reached nearly 
20,000 barrels, yesterday and today only 
about 10,000 barrels were sent out. In case 
there isa complete tie-up on all the roads 
running out of Milwaukee the Pabst Brewing 
company will charter a. steamer to take beer 
to Chicago. 

At‘a meeting of the Boilermakers’ Union 
the following resolution was adopted:

F. H. Tubbs said: “I have not heard of the 
order. Wearesending far more dispatches 
for Debs than we are for the Railway Man- 
agers. Our operators know of no union except 
the Western Union. Whether -the operators 
would obey an order for a sympathetic strike 
I cannot say. Itis time to cross that bridge 
when we come to it.”’ 

W. R. Holligan. Chief Operator, J. F. 
Steveley, Assistant Chief, and J. C, Barclay; 
Night Chief, said they did not believe 100 of 
the 720 operators employed in their office 
would pay any attention to the order if issued, 
E. H. Turner, F. Richardson, and C, H, Fin- 
ley. and William Wallace, an operator since 
1857, speaking for their fellow operatora, 
said: ** We have nothing to do-with Debs. He 
does not pay oursalaries. We are here to 
handle the business-of the Western Union as 
it is placed before us and submit to the orders 
uf oursuperiors and to none others.” 

At the office of the Postal Telegraph a dif- 
ferent sentiment prevailed, One of the offi- 
cials said: “There are two union organiza- 
tions among thé telegraphers, the Order of 


‘Commercial Telegraphers, and the Order of 


Railway Telegraphers. The first named order 
is not.thoroughly organized now, but it would 
not take three hours to completely organize 
the 1,.200commercial telegraphers in Chica- 
go.” J. D. Beanon, a-member of the O.C, T., 
would not say that an order to strike would 
not be obeyed, Dut he did say: *'I don’t be- 
lieve that an order tq strike would benefit the 
A, R.'U. materially. Weé have po grievance 
against our company, ms ager peng I should 
not obey an order to strik If we did .go out 
we would surély get the worst of it.”’ 

E. M. Lackens, Secretary of Lodge No. 1,

COLORADO LINES ARE TIED UP. 


Gulf, Midland, and Rio Grande Trains Stop- 
ped=—To Prosecute Santa Fe Officials, 

Denvex, Colo., June 30.—The railroad strike 
is spreading rapidly in Colorado. The Colorado 
Midland, a branch ofthe Santa Fé, and the Gulf 
road are completely tied up tonight, and the 
Denver and Rio Grande is seriously . crip- 
pled. The Santa Fé sent out its California 
train via the Coicrado Midland, but it got no 
further than Colorado City, where all ciasees 
of emptoyés except conductors and engincers 
struck this afternoon. Nota wheel is tura- 
ing.on the Midland. Supt. Egan brought the 
Gulf road train from Texas as far as Pueblo 
by firing himself. The train crew received a 
dispatch at Cucharas warning them . never to 
enter Trinidad again. The Fort Worth ex- 
press out of Denver last night got only as far 
as Cucharas. The Gulf road’s eswitchmen, 
firemnen, aud ghopmen at Pueblo struek this 
afternoon, paralyzing traffic. 

The receiver has sent out notice the road 
wil} receive no perishable freight. On appli- 
cation of Receiver Trumbull, Judge Hallett

Stattes Marshal Israel sent 200 deputies to 
Trimidad to servéand enforce the order of the 
court. ;

STRIKE GROWS ON NORTHWESTERN. 


Threats of Violence During the Day but 
No Serious -Outbreak, 

The ugliness of the strikers along tne North- 
western increaged every hour yesterday as the 
day advanced, and one aet of violence would 
have precipitated a general attack. City po. 
liee were numerous, but they could only act 
in squads where violence was imminent or. 
crowds gathered. The company has 250 spe- 
cial policemen, but they are mainly inexperi- 
enced, This ¢ondition of, affairs was thor: 
oughly understpod. by the men at work, and 
they became discouraged, especially as they 
were nearly worn out with their increased 
duties. Fear jof bodily injury kept them 
on the alert, and several times during the day, 
could the conjmitteemen have reached the 
switchmen, there would have been no diffi- 
culty in accomplishing a general walkout. 
Upto the time it .began to rain strikers and 
sympathizers gathered at the principal poirits 
and jeered and threatened the men at work 
until the police drove them away. 

Just after the noon hour a mob gathered at 


and commented an assault. of threats. A 
woman forced herself to the front and poured 
forth a torrent of abuse, Then from the folds 
of her dress she suddenly drew a half brick, ; 
which she attempted to throw at one of. the 
switchmen, A policeman blocked the. move 
and the mob was promptly dispersed. At 
Western avehue policemen patrolled the via- 
duct and thromgh the yards, but they could 
not prevent the frequent gathering of crowus. 
Several times prompt action alone frustrated 
the angry men, and the rain was of great as- 
sistance in the preservation of the peace. Two

Shoyer had a 
long talk with them and cut the number down 
to 227 strikers, There were many more 
doubtfuls|' who. will probably not return, 
In the ‘motive power department the 
committeemen were rewarded by the recruit- 
ing of 103 men, making a total of 258 men 
trom this department, and leaving a, balance 
of 317 mén and 634 men in the carshops. 
The probabilities point to many morte joining 
the walkout by tomorrow morning and the 
shops may be compelled to shut down, but 
this does hot seemn to worry the company 
much. Officials regard this dissension much

nomination of an administration candidate 
for Governor, Senator Murphy heartily 
concurred in his opinion. On the other hand, 
Senator Hill insisted in repudiating Cleve- 
landism and making a straightout fight with 
the machine candidate. Mr, Croker and Sen- 
ator Murphy, politicians say, oyerruled Sen- 
ator Hill and the decision was reached that 
the next Democratic State convention should 
nominate for Governor a man who would 
bring allthe mugwumps into line. “The can- 
didate Mr. Croker had in mind, these same 
politicians claim, was Mr. William C. Whit- 
ney. ex-Secretury of the Navy. 

Mr. Croker called in a few of his associates 
and said the only wayin which Tammapy 
could be saved was by smothering the anti- 
Tammany factions which were springing up 
all over the city. He said, itis claimed, that 
Cleveland was behind the Grace faction, the 
O'Brienites, the independent county organ- 
ization, and the German-American Reform 
Union. and it was clear the only way in which 
these factions could be brought into line was 
by a. bargain with the national administra- 
tion through its represeitatives. Therefore 
Mr. Croker went to Edrope to see Mr. Whit- 
ney, 

And now itis said that Mr. Croker will 
agree to give the Cleveland people the Gov- 
ernorship and the Legisiature and that he will 
turn the support of Tammany over to a solid 
mugwump delegation to the Assembly from 
this city- All he asks in return, it is now 
given out, is that Cleveland call off (©’Brien, 
Grace, Steckler, Ottendorfer, and permit 
Tammany to continue its reign in this city. 
Whether Mr. Whitney has the autlority to 
eater into a definite bargain remains to be 
seen.

Story of a Famous Altar Piece. 


Allusion was made to an altar piece repre- 
senting Christ as a little child and which Mr. 
Healy painted for the Convent of Mount de 
Chantal in West Virginia, where it hangs in 
the chapel. The country above the convent is 
hilly, almost mountainous, and the twilights 
are early andlong. Those who have seen 
this altar piece in half-light, the figure of the 
Christ child from which a radiance emanates, 
rising against an indefinite, shadowy back- 


ground, will not be likely to forget it, 
Thig picture may be justiy reckoned 
as amonog the finest examples of the 


eminent painter’s work. “A pun of the 
name of Sister Lulalia, a woman of remarka- 
ble intelligence and who died some years ago, 
sent me a child asa model for this painting, 
a model which she hoped would inspire me 
in my work, and I think it did. ‘I have per. 
mission to offer you a slight.compensation.’ 
.she wrote, ‘and that is that I take charge of 
your daughter Edith’s harp education,’ This 
she did, ana her piaying was a great comfort 
to me.”’ 

Mr. Healy then dwelt for a moment on the 
story of Sister Agnes, a woman with a mar- 
velous voice, who, while yet a_ novice, 
was offered every inducement to leave 
Mount de Chantal for the operatic stage. 
One of the Strakoschs was among those 
unxious for her to assume an operatic career 
but she maintained her purpose and died in 
the cloister. Many noted musicians journeyed 
to the convent during hef lifetime to hear her 
sing, and pronounced her among the greatest 
dramatic singers of the day. 

Hanging on the walls of three sides: of Mr. 
Healy’s studio are portraits; nearly the 


entire front is of glass. The exposure, 
a northern one, floods the place with 
a steady light. A number of elaborately 


carved chairs are ranged on that side of the 
room nearest the easel, before which Mr. 
Healy” sat ms the earlier portion of the 
conversation, e had on his palette a num- 
ber of colors and showed a desire to put some 
finishing touches on the portrait of a South 
Carolina coliege President. Two had been 
done of the same subject; in getting them out

He looked at his palette for a moment and 
said, “I think I have about finished my work 
for today.”’ 

There was no regret, nointimation that he 
was too weak to accomplish anything at all. 
Through exquisite courtesy he wished to spare 
the feelings of his visitors, To talk of the 
pictures about him was apparently a pleasure 
because of the memories they revived, and he 
insisted on explaining them in turn, though 
with many peuses..T wo hours had been to'd on 
the face of the old Roman clock in the studio 
+ before he had finished. 


His Portrait of Dr. Brownson. 


Two of the portraits claimed from him 
especial attention. One of these is of Hart, 
the Kentucky sculptor, the other of Dr. 
Brownson. The last mentioned portrait was 
particularly prized by Mr. Healy, who said: 
**Brownson came. here to deliver lectures.

What Becomes of Law Students. 

The queston of what becomes of all the law 
studénts who are turned. vat annually by ‘the 
various universities throughout the eountry, dnd 
how they make a living in their chosen profession 
has long been a source of wonderment. Itis not 
generally known that probably less than 10 per 
cent of all the students to register at the begin- 


ning of the course are ever admitted 
to the bar. Said a bright young gradu- 
ate of the Law Department of the Uni- 
versity of Peansyivania yesterday, in 


speaking of this matter: “The elass of '94, 
which has just graduated, numbered at first over 
160 embryo jawyers. Some merely registered and 
never took a lecture. Others hung on for a while 
and finally dropped out, and still others staid 
along fora year or two, some with tho idea of 
learning a little law which might stand them in 
good stead in mercantile pursuits. When the 
class finally graduated it had dwindled down to 
less than thirty. Of this number probably not 
over ten will ever attempt to practice law, and 
of the ten about one-half will give it up at the 
end of the first year and drift into something 
else.— Philadelvhia Record. 


How China Got Its Name. 

Upwards of 1,100 years before Christ the 
Chinese were a peuple ruled by a dynasty of 
kings, but there is so authentic history of them 
prior té the Chow dynasty. The “ Celestial Em- 
pire”’ has in its time borne many odd names, for 
it was formerly the custom to change the name 
of the country every time a new dynasty gained 
control of governinental affairs. Thus in the 
ancient writings we find it referred to as Hai-que, 
Cham-que, Han-qué, etc.. according tc the name 
of the ruling monarch. The true name, accorn- 
ing to Oriental scholars, is Chum-que, which 
means “the center kingdom of the world.” The 
early European explorers, especially the Portuw- 
guesc, corrupted **Chum-que” into’ “Chin-que,”’ 
and from that word later aavigators “ evoluted ”’ 
the word ‘** China.”!

Kezminski of Buffalo, who was sent to Siberia, 
called atthe State Department today and ex- 
hibited the naturalization papers of his father, 
whieh had been taken out in Newark, N. J.

MINERS MUST SHIFT FOR THEMSELVES. 


Massillon Kelief Committee Disbands in 
Disgust=Refuse to Sign the Scale, 

Massitton, O,, June 30.—[Snecial. ]—In- 
terbal dissensjons have disrupted the Mas- 
sillon Miners’ Relief committee and it is an- 
nounced at headquarters today that hereafter 
every miner will have to shift for hinsself, 
The cause of the disturbance is the repeated 
unauthorized splicitation of food and money 
by individuals in the name of the organiza- 
tion, whe appropriated the supplies thus col- 
lected t& private use. 

_Purturpssurs, Pa., June 30.—The mining 
situation in the Clearfield and Beach Creek 
regions seems to be in a more muddled condi- 
tion than at any time since the suspension: 
In the Houtzdalé district six mines are at 
work at the cou.promise rate, two operated 
by the United Colieries company, and the 
others being smail concerns. One mine is at 
work in the Osceola ‘district. In the Beach 
Creek and Phillipsburg districts everything 
is at a standstill, the men refusing to resume 
work at any price untila majority of the 
operators shall huve consented to pay 50 
centsaton. The Berwind-White company’s

Directors of the Exposition Discriminate 
Against Them=Oid Fakers of the Mid- 
way Long fora RKeturn of the Good 
Chicago Days—Amertean Exhibit Split 

‘in Two by the Viee-Consule= Pawnee 

Rill Gives Bis Wild West Show Befvure 
Vast Arraysiof Deadheads. 

ANTWERP, June 15.—|Special Correspond- 
ence. |—The se¢ond month of the Antwerp ex- 
position is slipymg by and the place is still 
unfinished. The aisles of the main -buildings 
are still bloeked! with unpacked exhibits, and 
the construction of pavilions, booths, and 
kiosks about the grounds stil! goes leisure- 
lyon. Itis said by the expbsition officials 
that everything, including the air castle, will 
becomplete before July 15. The cold 
weather, withan almost continuous down- 
pour ofrain sincethe opening day, has 
also contributell to lessen the attendance. 
The biggest day’s attendance so far has not 
exceeded 10.000. 

The concessionnaires—and the exposition 
consists of but little else than concessionary 
enterprises—are losing money and mnurmrur- 
ing, and discontent pervades the plac>. The 
American buildmg is finished, but not as it 
was originally planned. It is a handsome and 
imposing building, nevertheless. and would 
still look like a piece of the World’s Fair if 
it was painted white instead ofa light stone 
color and was ornamented with a little more 
staff. The scarcity of staff cn the wooden 
walls and the substitumon of wocd for marble 
in the construction of the front stoop are the 
foticeable deviations from the original plan, 
and these were made at the last minate. 

Inside the American building is pretty. The 
walls are.covered with crimson jute, and the 
ceiling is drapeti in amber and white striped 
bunting and the Stars and. Stripes: The build 
ing isscareely filled with exhibits, and as 
the American representation isa private enter- 
prise the lack of exhibits had muchto do 
with the modification of the architect’s pians. 
There are plenty of exhibits here from the 
United States to fill the building, and more, 
but Deputy United States Consul Haine set 
upan American section in the Galerie de 
l’ Industrie on his own account, to which he 
diverted about one third of the exhibits. 
Thus divided, neither section is large enough 
to satistyjthe pride of visiting Americans, not- 
withstanding the fact that the exhibits indi- 
viduully are highly creditable. 

Since the arrival of United states Com- 
missioner H. W. Gilbert of New York Ameri- 
can dignity is beginning to assert itself. The 
other United States Commissioners, H. C, 
Gore of Virginia, F. R. Gammon of Washing- 
ton, D. C., Alphonse Le Duc of. Louisiana, 
and Adlai T. Ewing of Chicago, are expected in 
a week, ‘They will givea few banquets and 
get the Belgians in a good humor for the big 
Fouth of July celebration which$is contem- 
plated. } 

S. G. Pratt, the musical director, of Chi- 
cago is arranging to reproduce on that occa- 
sion the Fourth of July program of the 
World’s Fair. : 

The American concessionnaires,{who opened 
with a flourish, have since learned that it 
takes tinye and patience to geta franc away 
from these Eurppean sightseers. Hopimg for 
an improvement in the weatherand the at- 
tendance they are determined to stay the 
season out so that they can return with the 
mark of an ** European success”’ if they do not 
bring back any profit. The Oriental con- 
cessionnaires, nearly all of whom were on the 
Midway Plaisance, are located in the opposite 
end of the grounds: from the American 
amusements. The dancing houris, the 
donkey boys and fakers with their streets, 
tem ples, and rasal-toned music, are reminders 
of that strip of reveiry at the World’s Fair.

M. CASIMIR-PERIER, THE NEW PRESIDENT OF THE FRENCH REPUBLIC.

But conditions are totally changed now. 
His Impulsiveness May Be Embarrassing. 

To have a President who threatens to resign 
whenever he carinot have his own way will 
add enormously to the complex difficulties of 
the government at Paris. Two" incidents of 


the new régime seem significant. 
There is a protocol aw old as the 
republic explicitly ordaining that the 


head of the State shall on no occasion attend 
any funeral. Casimir-Perier calmly brushes 
this aside .and announces that he with his 
ministry, will be present at Carnot’s obse- 
qapies. In the circumstances no doubt this 
act will be very popular; but, all the same, it 
shows’ a readiness to set his own desires and 
judgments above ‘the written law which may 
bear less acceptable fruit later on. 

Equally typical is another thing. Casimir- 
Perier and his friends were very savage with 
Dupvy for daring to be a eandidate at the 
Versailles convention, and they filled their 
papers for the next two days with bitter at- 
tacks on his character and declarations that, 
of course, his continuing to be Premier was 
out of the question. Dupuy of course resigned 
at once, and his resignation was accepted, but 
then the new President and his advisers 
tardily began analyzing. the vote by 
which he was elected, and discovered to 
their chayrin that, subtracting the monarch- 
ists, his supporters in the chamber were 
nowhere near a majority of that body, and 
that it was absolutely necessary to make 
friends again with Dupuy and secure the sup- 
port of his followers. So, on the very day 
after Dupuy had been hooted out of office by 
the new Elysée crowd, they ail had todoff hats, 
with Casimir-Perier at therr head, and beg 
him to remain as Premier. 

This he has promised to do; but with what 
hidden thoughts and feelings may well be 
imagined, This incident, too, irresistibly re- 
calls Rosebery’s brash pronouncements about 
the Irish and his subsequent humble pie. 

Extraordinary Mass of Condolences, 

The French have been recipients of such an 
extraordinary mass of condoiences, with those 
of William, Victoria, and Humbert, each more 
fervent and expansive than the message sent 
by the Czar, that it is not surprising that some 
of the more ill-conditioned brains in the lower 


order of Paris journalism should 
have misconstrued the experience. 
Some of _ these fellows are clearly 


moved by the tear that their own foolish 
prominence as patrons and mouthpieces of 
the anti-English boom should be jeopardized. 
Others follow suit from sheer ignorance in 
saying that these universal expressions of 
sympathy-and proffers of condolence show 
not the kindiiness of the heart, but a craven 
fear of France and a mean desire to dissuade 
it from further colonial expansion. It would 
not be worth mentioning if it were not that 
it gives a clew to the mental breadth and in- 
ternational knowledge of the one class in 
Paris most responsible and infiuential in 
shaping the French policy durimg these last 
two years. 

How much longer the France-Italian rela- 
tions will stand the strain of that grand 
‘dago” hunt which the roughs all over the 
south of France have embarked upon it is 
difficult to say. The grievance of Italian 
competition has been seriously felt jn all the 
lines of industry along the Rhone and Pro- 
vincial Littoral for years past; latterly it has 
come to be the burning issue. in the eastern 
districts as well. Assassin Santo’s national- 
ity merely put the spark to the magazine long 
since charged, with the result of general tur- 
bulence, violence, and wrecking of property, 
and the panic-stricken flight of Italians 
from the country. From various reports it 
seems that fully 10,000 Italians must have 
crossed the frontier into Italy and Switzer- 
land and Alsace during the week. Today’s 
News shows augmented reasons tor a further 
exodus. Naturally the mobs in Italian cities 
are resenting this, and a demonstration 
against an embassy or a consulate in either 
country may easily prove more backward. 

News of the Royal Heir Swamped. 

Princess May undoubtedly is entitled to 
complaint at the evil fortune which swamped 
her little special news event under a cataclysm 
of international horror. At any other time 
the birth of a third male heir to the throne in 
the direct line would have engrossed British 
attention. _ As it is, the incident is principally

Big Libraries in a Revolt. 


The revolt of the two chief circulating li- 
braries, Mudie’s and Smith's, against the ex- 
isting ‘prices and conditions of three-volume 
novels greatly excites bookmaking and lit. 

They demand from the begin- 
ning of 1895 a reduction of 20 per cent in 
price from publishers and guarantee a cheap 
one-volume edition, not to be issued fora 
year. This at once will drive out of the 
fielda swarm of amateur novelists whdse 
work is taken now only because the price 
paid by the libraries more or less secures the 
publisher against initial expenses, even if 
the books are failures. Further effects of the 
change on fiction in general cannot be easi- 
ly foreseeti; nor have. publishers yet had 
time to consult about an answer.

had been sovereign instead of President. It 
is.felt and said that he has been a good Presi- 
dent, Perhaps that is better than being a 
great President. 

_ Salisbury’s Fine Tribute. 

Best of all the tributes paid him is that of 
Lord Salisbury: ‘“* I was for the greater part 
of his career in a position to know how much 
he contributed to the peaceful relations of the 
two powers and of Eurone,”” Such is the tes- 
timony of the late Foreign Minister of En- 
giand to M.:Carnot’s “deep, sincere, en- 
lightened love of peace.””

GERMANS BELIEVE ORDER WILL BE 
MAINTAINED IN PRANOE 


It Is Conceded That Casimir-Perier Is a 
Real Statesman and That Germans in 
the Gallic Repnblic Will Not Be 
Harmed=—Warning of Death and a Skull 
Found by the Czar on His Table—Mys- 
tery Touching the Arrest of Count von 
Kotze Deepens.

out Germany. The official attitude of Ger- 
many towards France under these exceptional 
conditions has been the subject @& much inter- 
est. It was first intended to send a member 
of the Hohenzollern family to represent 
Emperor William at the funeral, but certain 
questions of precederice chuld not be settled 
to the+satisfaction of the court here, hence 
Cownt von Munster, the German Ambassador 
at Paris, was instructed to lay a wreath upon 
the casket containing the remains of the late 
Premdent, Then umbrage was taken in some 
quarters at the fact that the Town Council of 
Berlin went out of its way in order to 
express sympathy with France. .in her 
grief. The  fault-finders espedially re 
ferred in their complaint at this action 
on the part of the municipal authorities 
to the neglect of the municipal authoritier of 
Paris to take any action when the deaths of 
the late Emperors Wijliam and Frederick 
were announced. The report that the Ger- 
man Government had drawn the attention of 
the Government of France to the fact that 
the safety of Germans in France was imper- 
iled by the anti-foreigner feeling aroused by 
the fact that the assassin of President Carnot 
isan Itatian- is untrue. On the contrary, 
Count Von Munster was instructed to express 
perfect confidence in the energy and ability of 
the French Government to avert any excesses. 
Look Favorably op Casimir-Perier, 

The election of M. Casimir-Perierto the 
Presidency has been welcomed on all sides 
as a fresh augury to the maintenance of or- 
der, It is recognized in Berlin that France 
has for the first tithe since’the death of*Thiers 
a real statesman in the Presidential chair. 

The Conservative press is agitating the re- 
vival of ‘the exceptional _ anti-Socialist laws. 
In this connection the Neueste Nachrichten 
has unearthed a letter written by Prince Bis- 
marck in 1878 toa subordinate official com- 
plaining that the anti-Socialist bill, which was 
then about to be introduced into the Reichs- 
tag, fell far short of his wishes. The Prince 
stated ‘he would dismiss without a pension 
all public officials shown to have joined the 
Socialist party, and, in addition, he would de. 
prive Socialists of all) political mghts. Such 
drastic measures are impossible nowadays, 
but the publication of this letter shows the 
drift of opinion in certain quarters. Two 
Anarchists, Spohr and Doering, were today 
sentenced each to a ‘year’s imprisonment for 
delivermg incendiary speeches in this city 
May day. 

Awfual Warning for the Czar. 

In connection with the Anarchist move- 
ment a startling report has reached here from 
St. Petersburg. It says the Czar recently 
found.upon his table a document which set 
forth that sentence of death had been pro- 
nounced upon him and that the sentence 
would be carried out within twenty-four 
hours. This document was signed: ‘ The 
Society for the Liberation of the Russians.” 
Subsequently the Czar found upon the dress- 
ing table in his bedroom a skull with the 
word *“ Alexander”’ inscribed upon the frontal 
bone. Upto the present time all the re- 
sources of the. Russian police have proved 
ineffectual to discover how the docu- 
ment and the skull were introduced 
into the palace or to (find any 
clew to persons connected with this attempt 
to alarm the Czar. Gen. Tscherevin, who 
was in charge of the imperial palaces and 
who was responsible for the safety of the 
Czar, has since been dismissed from his post. 
It is stated that all the imperia) servants, 
since the discovery of tke ‘“* sentence of 
death ” and the skull, have been replaced by 
old soldiers, 

The Von Kotze Mystery. 

As time passes the mysterious story said to 
be at the bottom of the arrest of Count von 
Kotze, the Master of Ceremonies, who was 
suspected of writing the long series of anon- 
ymous letters which have caused so much dis- 
turbancé and annoyance in the most aristo. 
cratic circles for the last four years, increases in 
interest. Since Von Kotze’s arrest anonymous 
letters ofa nature similar to those which 
caused suspicion to fall upon the Master of 
Ceremonies have been received by Countess 
von Hohenau; Gen. von Hohnken, the Chief 
of the Emperor’s military cubinet; Count von 
Wedel,, and Deputy Kosciels~_i, But 
the receipt of these venomous 
communications, has been increased, 
and itis beginning to be believed that Von 
Kotze is the victim of a mean intrigue. Von 
Kotze has rejected the offer of liberation 
which was made to him, and he insists upon 
remaining under arrest until the scandal is 
cémpletely cleared up. Ex-Empress . Fred- 
erick of Germany is taking the 
‘deepest interest in the affair. Her 


~*Chamberilain, Baron von Reischach, has been

Royalty Out in Force, but Is Fully Guard- 
ed by Police. 

Lowpon, June 80.—The great Tower bridge 
was formally opened today by the Prince of 
Walesjin the name of the Queen. The weath- 
er was blazing hot and the scene was a mag- 
nificentone. Tens of thousands of persons 
lined the route of the royal procession. The 
ceremyny took place at noon, At 11 o'clock 
the royal procession, consisting of five state 
carriages and escorted by a detachment of 
the Life Guards, left Marlborough House for 
the bridge which spans the Thames a short 
distance beiow London bridge from a spot 
adjoining the Tower of London.on the Mid- 
dlesex shore to Bermondsey on the Surrey 
side. 

In the first three carriages were the mém- 
bers of the household of the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of ¥ork; in the last two ear- 


the Duke of York, and the Princesses Maud 
and Victoria'of Wales. The royal carriages 
proceeded through Pall Mall to the Strand, 
through that thoroughfare to Fleet street, 
Ludgate Hill, and Cheapside. At the Man- 
sion House the. royal party was received.by 
Lord Mayor Tyler and the Sheriffs of Lon- 
don, and at the n 
of Wales and his family were _ re- 
ceived by ‘the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, Pmmce and 
Princess Hénry of Battenberg, and 
by the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck and other notabilities, A special in- 
closure to the left of the royal dais was re- 
served for the diplomatic corps, among whom 
were the United States Ambassador and Mrs. 
Bayard. From Temple Bar to the Tower 
bridge the stfeets were lined with cavalry 
and infantry, and at the bridge itself the 
guard of honor was cemposed of blue jackets, 
the Honorable Artillery company, the Rifle 
Brigade, and detachments of volunteers. 
Guarding the Royal Family. 

Extraordinary precautions were taken to 
guard the royal family. Every detective and 
policeman in the metropolis who could be 
spared from regular duty was stationed at 
some point along the route of the procession 
or élse about the bridge. 

On reaching the northern approach to the 
bridge the royal party were received by the 
Lord Mayor and the high civic officials, all in 
full rebes, and were conducted to their places 
on the bridge. ‘ 

The ceremony of déclaring the bridge open 


by means of an electric button, opened the 
enormous bascules which haye been built so 
as to allow the loftiest vessél to pass under- 
neath, . 

A flourish of trumpets, the thundering of 
guns from the tower, loud and enthusiastic 
cheering from the crowds, and the shrieking 
and hooting of the whistles of the launches 
and steamers, on ‘the river announced 
the completion of this work. The Bishop of 
London, wearing his robes and hwvods, then 
pronounced the benediction and the officials 
connected with the construction of the bridge 
were received by the Prince-on behalf of ‘the 
Queen. 

Inspection of the Tower, » 

The massed bands then played the national 
anthem, and two steamers, decked with bunt- 
ing, passed through the bridge amid tremen- 
dous ¢heering. Leaving the bridge the royal 
party proceeded to the ‘Tower, and after in- 
specting it the Beefeaters embarked on the 
steamer Palm, and, escorted by the Queen’s 
watermen, returned to Westminster, and were 
from there driven in carriages ta Marlborough 
House. : 

The special decorations of the opening cere 
mony were of an elaborate character. At two 
points along the royal route huge triumphal 
arches had been erected, On the bridge itself 
the decorative effects were complete and 
picturesque. | 

In honor of the event the Lord ‘Mayor has 
been made a Baronet and all Sheriffs have 
been knighted. 


‘HAWAII IS TO CELEBRATE THE FOURTH 


Its. New Constitution to Be Adopted .on 
That Glorious Anniversary: 

Say Francisco, Cal., June 30,—The steam- 
ship Australia arrived this morning, bringing 
the following Hawaiian advices: 

** HoyoLtvuiu, June 23.—The constitutional 
convention has been meeting for the last few 
weeks and has made a number of changes in 
the Constitution as proposed by the Executive 
Council, , One of the most important of these 
changes is the property qualification of Sen- 
ators, which has been reduced from $3.000 
to $1,500, and the income qualification from 
$906 to $600. The more radical members 
of the convention objected seriously to this, 
claiming it will permit Kanakas to become 
members of the Upper House, 
 “*It has been decided to declare the pro- 
visional President, S. B. Dole, President of 
the new republic without the formality of a 
vote, Itis claimed -that if this is not done 
the roydlists would take almost any oath in 
order to obtain the right to vote for Presi- 
dent'in the hope of electing their candidate. 

“The éx-Queen has become fearful at last 
that the United States does not intend to re- 
instate her. She sent yesterday protests to 
all foreign diplomats here requesting them 
not to recognize the new republic, ciaiming 
she was the only lawful ruler of Hawaii. Al! 
of the foreign representatives have returned 
the protest unnoticed to her, with the exce 
tion of Wodehouse, the English Minister, He 
will probably recognize her claim, as he is 
known to be an ardent royalist. 

“The new Constitution will probably be 
adopted the 4th of July. Preparations are 
now being made to make that day one of the 
greatest in the Hawaiian calendar of holidays. 

“A few daysago the crew of the United 
States warship Philadelphia were brought 
ashore for battalion drill. .The next day the 
Captain of the English man-of-war Champion 
usked for the same privilege and it was re- 
fused him. No reason was given for the re- 
fusal and the government officials refuse to 
talk of the matter, but it is generally. sup- 
posed the discourteous <r of Minister 
Wogehouse towards this government is at the 
bottom of the affair.”’

DENOUNOES ALL OPPOSITION BEFORE 
FEDERATED TRADES. . 


gould Boycott Newspapers Not in Sym- 
pathy with Strikes and Strikers—Debs 
Is Nominated for Presidency in 1896, 
Gov. Altgeld Called on to Compe! Rail- 
roads to Move Trains in Twenty-four 
Hours or Forfeit Charters, and Attor- 
ney-General Olney Called Names. 


The meeting of the federated trades at 
Uhlieh’s Hall yesterday morning was sensa- 
tional, Dictator Debs was nominated by a 
OCoxeyite for the Presidency in 1896; Gov. 
Altgeld was cailed upon to compel the rail- 
roads to move their trains within twenty-four 
hours or forfeit their State charters; Attor- 
ney-General Olney was denounced as the paid 
attorney of the whisky trast, and Debs him. 
self threateneil to boycott every newspaper in 
the city that has editorially denounced the 
strike and the strikers. 

The ovject of the:meeting as set forth in the 
call wasto protest against ‘*‘the hiring of pri- 
vate armed forces in the existing difficulties 
between the American Railway Union and the 
railway corporations.’’ The purpose of the 
meeting was lost fsight of in the 
proceedings and forgotten in the 
resolutions. M., H. Madden, Presi- 
dent of the State Federation of Labor, pre- 
sided. He delivered a lengthy address in 
which he denounced the railway corporations, 
the Pullman Palace Car company, and 
pleaded for united efforton the part of all 
laboring meh in the pending ~ struggle. 
Thomas I. Kitid, a member of the American 
Federation of\ Labor, said ;:America had in 
Mr. Pullman a Czar greater than the Emper- 
or of Russia, A .“Cgl.”? J, H. Copeland 
wanted to see every railroad in the country 
tied wp and believed this the accepted time to 
demolish the plutocracy of America. Brother 
Hartley of Daquoin, IIl., believed the present

Resolutions Passed. 

Then Tommy Morgan from the Committee 
on Resolutions pulled from his pocket the 
following resolutions: 

Resalved, That this meeting respectfully repre- 
sent tothe general public: ~* 

That not in the actions or advice of individual 
men, but in thp economic relationship of “ mas- 
ter and man,”” “employers and hands,’’ lies the 
fundamental dause of labor's revolt; not on this 
or that man, bhitt upon all, on both sides, who by 
voice or vote uphoid such relationship, reststhe 
responsibility. 

atin this relationship of master and man is 
retained the essence of slavery in the depend- 
ence, obedience, respect, and reverence of the 
worker fur the master class, in whose hands the 
full powers of government—economical and 
political—have been placed, who possess all the 
wealth of the wor-d, inventive, artistic, and in- 
tellectual, as Well as material, and under whose 
reign the workers are kept, while at work, on the 
verge of starvation and pauperism and when 
discharged they become objects of private chari- 
ty—tramps, vagabonds, aad outcasts; under such 
conditions labor revotts are but natural and in- 
éviteabile. 

That such r@volts strike at the economical 
power of the me irest masters in each particular 
case is at present unavoidable. 

That some day inthe near future the revolt 
will be more sweeping, not economically alone 
aguinst afew masters, but politicaily against 
the whole master class, wresting from them the 
control of the law-making power, the control of 
thé police, militia, and the courts, which in all 
cases have been arrayed solidly against the 
workers, 

That some day ‘' Labor day”’ will be) election 
day and that am each of these days there will be 
a “shut-down ® and a “walk-out” to the ballot- 
box, a “surike” for American citizenship, im fact 
as well as theory—a political “ boycott” of the 
enemies of labor. and a *‘tiesup” of the master 
clans. and their “irresponsible and misused 
power.’ 

Call en Friends to Help. 


With this erude statement of our conception 
of the present struggle and hopes for the future 
we take our natural stand with the “railroad 
hunds” against the “managers” and “* Presi- 
dents,”’ and offer to them all the aid we can, and 
ne call on all our associates and friends to help 
also, 

We urge immediate and favorable action by 
the American Federation of Labor, the brother- 
hoods of locomotive engineers and firemen. and 
the brotherhoods of railway conductors, train- 
men, and telegraphers to heip, and we ask that 
all the political force of the workers and their 
sympathizers be brought into play to prevent 
eur municipal, county, State, and Nationa! Gov- 
ernment from being used to subjugate labor. 

Tommy Morgan suggested -the resolutions 
should not be passed ‘*‘in the usual perfunc- 
tory manner, but discussed intelligently, so 
thatevery man will know what he is voting 
for.’”’ President Madden accepted the invita- 
tion and inflicted another lengthy address on 
the nieetmg.’ He was followed by Brothér 
Adams of Mentana, who re!erred to the strike 
on the New York Central in 1867, whén Gov. 
Horatio Seymour directed the company to 
start their trains within twenty-four hours or 
tne State would take charge of them, He be- 
lieved Gov.

Votiferous| calls. for Debs followed. He 
was loudly applauded as he stepped tothe 
front of the platform and in part said: 


There is no question in my mind as to the issue 
before us. Itis absolutely certain the host of 
labor will prevail against the combined railroads 
of this country. It is nota fight of the American 
Railway Union but of the ratroad men of this 
eountry. I have faithin their intelligence and 
their loyalty. il feei 
the full -poawer The 
successful’ i¢ssne of the strike will. be 
the first sitep in the direction of 
governmental ownership of the railroads, the 
telegraph, and all kindred commercial arteries. 
There can be no commercial, social, or political 
peacé until the people own and control the rail- 
roads, the telegraph. and all other public means 
of transportation. The ¢ime is near at hand 
when the railtoads must be operated in the in- 
terest of the people instead of for personal ag- 
grandizement.and the acquisition of wealth. We 
are traveling rapicly these days. I see before 
me & comma@n community in which every man 
will receive the full benefits of the profits of his 
toi. It will come by the united and spon- 
taneous efforts of the masses. Never before 
in the historyief this country was a strike so 
spontaneous 4$ the one now on. Itis an oppor 
tune time. Little did the railroads of this coun- 
iry think when they formed a partnership with 
Pullman they would be tied up, and, better still 
little did they think it would unite the masses of 
labor througheut thecountry.. We cannot give up 
because we are hot so constituted. Depew said 
forty men had it in their power to overthrow the 
government of the United States. If true it 
demonstrates there is something wrong, and if 
true we should all stand together to make it un- 
true within the next twenty-four hours.

So a common carrier company against whom a 
conspiracy is directed by a combination of laco- 
motive engineers which is injured by acts of 
such combination has.a cause of action for its 
loss against all of those en in the conspira- 
cy (Toledo, ete., Railroad Co. vs. Pennsylvania 
Co., 54 Fed, Rep. 730). The facts in*this case 
are the:e: P. M. Arthur, the Chief Executive of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Enginoers, pro- 
mulgated an order that there was a “legal” 
strike in force upon the Toledo, Ann Arbor and 
North Michigan railroad, which order required 
the employés of connecting railroads not to 
handie and deliver any cars of freight in 
course of transportation from one State to 
another to said railroad or handle any of its cars 
of freight.. This strike was caused because the 


It was 
decided by the court that the Chief Executive, 
Arthur, and all the members vf the brotherhood 
engaged in causing loss to the railroad company 
by the boycott were liable for any actual loss in- 
flicted in pursuance of this conspiracy ; t the 
gist of any such action must be not in the combi- 
nation or conspiracy but in the actual loss occa- 
sioned thereby. 
Results of a “ Legal” Strike. 


No civil liability arose from the mere promml- 
gation of the order ofa “ legal” strike, or its at- 
tempted enforcement, unless injury was done. 
But whenever a man or body of men’ Uc an act 
which in law and in fact is an unlawful act and 
such an act as may, as a natural and probable 
consequence of it, produce injury to another, and 
which in the particular case does produce such 
an injury an action on the case will lie. (Bowen 
vs. Hall, 6 Q@. B. D. 333, 8337. See also Lucke 
vs. Cutters’ Assembly (Md.), 26 Atl. Rep. 505.) 

If a single engineer, with intent to ‘injure a 
railroad corporation, could, by threatening to 
—_ or by actually quitting for the purpose, in- 

uce his emplover to inflict a loss upon a con- 
necting company by unlawfully refusing to inter- 
change inter-State freight the connecting com- 
pany could hold the. engineer civilly* liable for 
‘any loss. This principle is illustrated in the case 
where a manufacturer recovered damages from a 
party who had induced<his employés to break 
their contract, when such interference was with 
the intention of injuring the manufacturer. 
wae vs. Cronin, 107 Mass... 555. See also 

szumiley vs. Gye, 2 El. & K., 216; Bowen ys. Hall, 
6 \. B. D., 333. 337.) 

This doctrine is sound and is followed by. the 
English and American courts. There must be a 
restraining power to protect business. If this 

wer is not exercised no one is safe in engaging 
in any vocation. Because, ifthe unlawful” com- 
binations are to control business, they may with 
like reason determine what business others shall 
engage in, when and where it shall be carried 
on and under what conditions. If combi- 
nations of men demand and receive power outside 
of law, over and above law, where is the 
limit of their pogenneuneants: If the rights of 
business-men are those only which an organiza- 
tion of men is willing to give then freedom does 
not exist. A combination that has for its object 
the procuring of the highest price for the labor 
of its members without interfering by boycott to 
intimidate the employers or other laborers is a 
legal body and its object commendable; but it 
must not go outside of its legitimate field to boy- 
cott capitalists or laborers; itis as unlawful to 
boycott laborers as it is capitalists, 


The Right of Injunction. 


As to the right to issue a' mandatory. injunction 
to restrain the conspirators, the rule is that when 
there is a willful and unlawful invasion of plaint- 
iff’s right, against his protest and remonstrance, 
the injury being a continuing one, a mandato 
injunction may issue in the first instance (Hig 
on Inj.. 2), and such order restrainine the act 
complained of wiil be extended to the defendant's 
servants, workmen, and agents (Kerr on Inj., 
559: Mexican Ore Company vs. Guadalupe Com- 
pany, 47 Fed. Rep. 351; Wellesley 
vs. Moonington, 11 # Beav. 180; Smith 
vs. Smith, L. R. 20 Eq. 600; Ivimey 
vs. Stocker, L. R., 1 Ch. App. 396). Where the 
injury is acontinuing one a mandatory injunc- 
tion will be issued before the.case is heard on its 
merits (Broome vs. Telephone Co., 42 N. J., Eq. 
141; Robinson vs. Byron, 1 Bro. C. C. 588; Lane 
vs. Newdigate, 10 Ves. 192; Toledo, atec., Rail- 
road Co. vs. Pennsylvania Co., 54 Fed. Rep. 
730). The employés while in the employ of the 
company must obey the mandatory _§in- 
junction, but may, without contempt of 
court, avoid ~or evade obedience’ thére- 
to by ceasing to ‘be such -employés 
(Toledo. etc. Railroad company vs. Pennsylvania 
company, 54 Fed. Rep. 730), otherwise ¢he in- 
junction would be, in effect, an order on fhem to 
remain in the service of the company, which is 
not within the power of a Chancery Court. And 
if they leave the employment of .the defendant 
companies to injure the complainant company 
they do an unlawful act, rendering themselves 
liable in damages to the injured party. No mat- 
ter hew inadequate the remedy at law the power 
of a court of equity cannot be extended by man- 
datory injunctidn to compel the _ enforce- 
ment of personal service against either the em- 
ployer or the employé (Lumley vs. Wagner, 
1 De Gex, M. & G., 604: Stocker vs. Brockel- 
bank, 3 Mac & G., 250; Pickering vs. Bishop, 2 
Younge &C. Ch., 249 ; Johnson vs. Railroad Co., 3 
De Gex, M. & G., 914; Toledo, etc., Railroad Co. 
vs. Pennsyivania Co., 54 Fed. Rep., 730. See, 
also, United States vs. Workingmen’s Amalga- 
mated Council, 54 Fed. Rep., 994), The fact 
that a combination of men is in its origin and 
general purposes innocent and lawful is no 
ground of defense when the combination is 
turned to the unlawful act of restraining inter- 
State and foreign” commerce (United States vs. 
Workingmen’s Amalgamated Council, 54 Fed.

Laws on Conspiracy.

England. Shortly after her;arrival there she 
will start once more for Africa. 

Dr. Arthur R. Elliott, her personal physi- 
cian, who is to accompany her abroad, and 
Mrs. Norah Gridley-Gridley, her confidential 
Secretary, were with her yesterday when she 
spoke to a Tribune reporter before sailing. 

In the course of the conversation she said 
that her plan was entirely practicable. Gusha 
and Sumali lands are the names of ‘the places 
out of which the new nation is to be created, 
which will be 400 miles or so inland and 600 
miles north of Zanzibar, upon either side of 
the Juba River. Back of Kisamaya Island, 
which is about thirty-five miles in circum fer- 
ence, the Juba River, at whose mouth it is, is 
navigable for steamers of deep draft for 250 
miles. 

‘*Ie there any trade at present on the Juba 
River?” she was asked. 

+* Yes,’ replied Mrs. French-Sheldon, ‘ the 
‘British East Africa company has two steamers 
plying on the river, upon whose banks there 
dwell fully 40,000 negroes who work hard 
every day. The company has given manv- 
mission papers to these people, all of whom 
are runaway slaves. The children of the 
present inhabitants,’ she continued, ‘ are 
born free.’’ ar 

‘* Do you intend to establish missions?” 
‘‘There is no such intention,’’ she replied, 
‘This is not going to be a sectarian colony, 
but a free settlement.”’ 

‘* Have you received much encouragement 
for your scheme in this country?’ 
** Yes,”’ she replied. ‘*‘ Ihave heard from 
about 3,000 American and Canadian work- 
ingmen who are anxious to go to this new 
countryiand take up claims for commercial 
and ag#icultural purposes. The expedition 
will start up the Juba River about a year and 
a half from now, by which time I expect the 
preliminary arrangements will be completed. 
The natives call me Bebe Bwana, or woman 
master, and I will head the expedition and 
make treaties with them as Igo along. My 
last African trip cost me about $100,000, 
and the expenses of establishing the colony 
will be about one-half that sum. I expect 
within five years after the peop'e have settled 
there. we will be exporting goods to Europe.”’

mails and passengers with such celerity as 
has never before been accomplished and 
in complete security from robberies on 
the highway. For obtaiming these results 
he relies on carriages propelled by steam on 
level railroads; and contemplates that they be 
furnished with accommodations for passen- 
ers to take their meals and their rest durimg 
: — in a packet; that they be suf- 
ficiently high for persons to walk in them 
without stooping, and so capagious as to ac- 
commodate twenty, thirty, or more passengers 
and their baggage.

READY FOR A FIGHT. 


HOUSE FREE TRADERS ARRAYED 
AGAINST THE SENATE BILL. 


Statements, Made That Platforms 8o0 Far 
Adopted Favor the Original Wilson 
Measure and Efforts Are to Be Made to 
Retain Its Principal Provisions=W Iilson 
Ampressed with the Demands of the 
Party—Free Delivery Offices Continued 
New Country Postmasters. 


Wasnincton, D. C., June 80.—Chairman 
Wilson’s return to Congressional work has 
brought abeut adefinite understanding among 
members of the Ways and Means committee 
on the essential features of how the tariff bill 
is to be handled when it returns to the House. 
There has been no fortna! meeting of the com- 
mittee and no resolution defining the program 
has been passed, but the plan of 
procedure is none the less definitely under- 
stood, The bill will be sent to conference 
without any effort to secure agreement in 
whole or in part of the House. The feeling 
isso strongly toward standing by the Wilson 
bill and resisting the protective encroach- 
ments made by the Senate that the most 1n. 
fiuential members of the committee say the 
Wilson bill, in its substantial and essential 
features, will be the rock on which the com- 
mittee will plant itself, with the House behind 
it. This feeling has found expression in certain 
personal appeals to Mr. Wilson, His associ- 
ates have said to him that an opportunity of.- 
fered to few public men was now presented to 
him. It has been pointed out that State and 
local conventions have in their platforms and 
resolutions severely arraigned the Senate. and 
have expressed a preference for the Wilson 
bill as it left the House, This and the attitude 


of the press and public has been presented as. 


amounting to a public demand, as well as a 
personal opportunity for standing by the Wil- 
son bill, 

While Mr. Wilson has given no. public ex- 
pression in this line one of his associates on 
the committee says that it has made due im- 
pression on the Chairman. This member 
added that the sentiment was practically 
unanimous inthis line. The first meeting 
of the committee will be held next 

Mr. Wilson expects , the bill 
the Senate Theedsy. The 
day being July 4 will not 
permit a meeting, but it is probable the 
Chairman will call a meeting for Thursday 
next.

Reports Touching the Namber of Ameri- 
can Vessels Under Foreign Fliaga, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 80.—Replies from 
American ship-owners as far as received by the 
Bereau of Navigation, Treasury Department, 
show that Americans own under foreign flags 
sixty-fouf steel or iron steamships of 197.108 
gross tons in transatlantic trade. These are for- 
bidden by tke old registry law of 1792 to fly the 
American flag, and are accordingly subject to 
foreign—chiefly British—iaws. The American 
steel or iron steel tonnage in transatlantic trade 
under the registry law consists of eighty-two 
steamships of 175/369 gross tons; of which nine. 
teen steamships of 42,821 gross -tons, including 
the New York and Paris, were built abroad and 
have been permitted te fly the American flag by 
apreiel ove of Congress or as wrecks repaired in 

the United States.

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VICTORY FOR COAL AS A FUEL. 


Tug Race to Waukegan Proves the Rela- 
tive Value of Two Fuels. 

The tug Bob Teed, burning soft coal in its 
furnaces, won the face to Waukegan and re- 
turn against the ‘tug Black Ball ‘No, 2, burn- 
ing petroleum, yesterday afternoon. Both 


boats have the same engines, and the steam | 


pressure on both boilers was regulated to the 
same amount. On the run to Waukegan the 
Teed defeated the Black Ball by thirty min- 
utes, and on the run back the lead was forty 
minutes, Several times during both runs the 
Black Ball was seen.to emit clouds of black 
smoke from its stacks. Steam was kept up 
to the top notch on te Black Ball all through 
the run, andits machinery was doing its best, 
but the lead that the Teed gaimed could not 
be reduced, 

Thé two boats left the river at 1 o'clock. 
The run to Waukegan, a ‘distance of thirty- 
five miles, was made by the Teed in three 
hours, a record which the tug nad Made be- 
fore.’ Thirty minutes after the Teed went 
inte the harbor the Black Ballycame in. It 
was said the people on the Black Ball were a 
little dubious as to whether they had enough 
oil to last for the run back, but they got bome 
all right. 

On therun back’ the two tugs started at 
4:40, The Teed again drew ahead of its 
competitor and kept increasing the lead all 
the way home. When the leadmg boat passed 
the Lake View crib Capt. Johnson looked 
usterm for the. Black Ball, but in vain, as it 
was not in sight. The Teed reached the river 
two hours and fifty-tive minutes after it left 
Waukegan. -lt defeated the Black Ball wors3 
than before, for it was forty minutes later 
when this tug steamed into the river, Petro- 
leum for tug fuel had been worsted in the en- 
counter against coal. 

“I think today’s race isa goed argument 
ag@nst petroieum,”’ said Capt. Thomas John- 
son, chief engineer for the Dunham Towing 
company, lastnight. ‘*The machinery of both 
boats was of the same size, and although the 
Teed is allowed more steam than the Black 
Ball, yet we adjfisted the safety valve of our 
boat to the allowed pressure of steam, eighty- 
five pounds. A difference in the model of the 
Teed gave itan advantage over the Black 
Ball, yet that wouid not make up for 
the difference in time. In my opin- 
ion petroleum is no better for fuel. on tugs 
than hard coal. Inthe matter of expense, 
algo, [think it was on the same par. Petro- 
leum is more expensive than soft coal. Our 
coal was weighed, so as to find the difference, 
if there was any, and while we have a good 
deal left over I don’t think that there is much

NAPOLEON WAS RUDE TO WOMEN.

Several Instances of Boorishness on the 
Part of the Great Man. 

New York Recorder: Though Bourrienne 
says truly that Napoleon lacked nothing to be 
pleasing to women save the disposition to be 
so. it is notorious that he refused to play. the 
gallant except when some political object 
was to be served; and that he was ,far more 
frequently rude than agreeable to those 
of the fair sex with whom he came 
in contact. Josephine always believed that 
this was owing to his invine#ble fear of ever 
coming under the influence of a woman s0 as 
to have his purpose weakened by heg hold on 
him. 
the fear, however. He admured the Oriental 
way cf treating women and never hesitated 
to express this admiration. 

On one occasion, meeting a lady in full 
evening dress ata reception, he threw her into 
the greatest confusion by exclaiming abruptly: 
‘*Heavens, how red your elbows are.’’ She 


gave him no answer, and got away as soon as | 


possible. But French society was not likely 
to allow her ever to forge: the First Consul’s 
sneer. 

Again, he simply paralyzed a woman who 
was rather careless about her costume by re- 
marking aloud im the presence of perhaps 
twenty people: ‘** Your dress is none of the 
cleanest.”’ 
out a word in reply. 

To another, who was the wife of a soldier 
on whom Napoleon had lavished his pecuniary 
favors, but who was mean in her toilet ex- 
penditures through sheer disposition’ to save 
up a fortune, he was almost as ‘severe. ‘* Do 
you never change your gown?”’ he cried an- 
grily. ‘‘ I have seen you in thatone at least 
twenty times.” 

To Mme. de Chevreuse, a beautiful blonde 
and a woman of one of the oldest families in 
France, he said: ‘** Why, how droll that is! 
Your hair is red !”’ 

She replied indignantly: ‘‘ Perhaps that is 
so, but this is the first time any man ever told 
me so.”’ 

Napoleon turned an bis heel and began 
talking to some one else. A few months later 
Mme. Chevreuse, who had thus incurred the 
imperial disfavor, was named to be maid 
of honor to the Queen of Spain. She declined 
the place and was at once exiled from 
France, returning only on the restoration of 
the Bourbons. 

Napoleon insisted on dictating even the 
dress of Josephine, who was herself endowed 
with exquisite taste. His severity about the 
mistakes of other women was, perhaps, ac- 
centuated by contrasting them with her. He 
hated low-necked gowns. He detested col- 
ors, particularly dark ones. He held stout 
women in peculiar aversion. Once he re- 
marked that a very tall, slender woman in 
white walking down a thickly shaded alley in 
the Malmaison gardens was the prettiest pict- 
ure he had ever seen. 


THE MODERN AMERICAN NEWSPAPER. 


It May Have Faults, but It Is a Powerful 
Infiuence for Good, 

Nineteenth Century: The development of 
the newspaper has been something phenom- 
enal. The whole number is nearly 19,000, 
about one in ten published every day.

The influence of this history of a day—read 
by millions of peopie—is incalculable, and, in 
general, itis good. It leads many persons 
further into the study of some questions 
about which they had received a hint ora 
scrap of information. Nowhere is this great 
engine of modern civilization better used or 
appreciated than with us. In addition 
to the ws it pours into its columns 
day by Way it publishes every year 
thousands of articles on the most important 
and interesting topics: Nowhere is it so thor. 
oughly.encyclopzdic. It was ance the fash- 
ion to insist upon .the truth of Pope’s line, 
* A little learning is a dangerous thing,” but 
the field of knowledge has now become 80 
vast that we must recognize the limitations of 
time and insist thatif.a little be a danger 
none at all is fatal. 

Qur newspapers give thopsands of persons 
firstia faint idea of the existence of something 
before unknown, then a little insight, and, 
last of ali, the thirst that can only be quenched 
by deep drafts at the fountain of knowledge. 
In brief, they draw out the faculties of un- 
counted millions who otherwise would neither 
learn nor have the desire to learn.

fensive and dangerous to the morals of the 
public then and ‘there being.”’ | 

Brennock, Corrigan, Uilman, and Burke 
were also indicted on a charge of maintaining 
a common niisance,and Edward, Corrigan 
and Joseph Ullman were indicted on a chatge 
of selling pools on foreign races, all at Haw- 
thorne race course, contrary to law. 

When Judge Gibbons discharged the grand 
jury he thanked it for its recommendation 
contained in the final report that a spe¢ial 
grand jury be impaneled for the purpose of 
investigating changes of gambling. 

Statement of the Judge. 

The Judge said: ‘The court knows well 
that a regular grand jury has neither the time 
ner opportunity to investigate matters of 
gambling as they should be looked into. The 
charge has been made that certain gambling- 
houses are now being operated in the City of 
Chicago under official protection. If this is 
true it is a serious reflection upon the admin- 
istration of the law and justice. If it is untrue 
we should have convincing evidence of its 
falsity. The only way this can be done is by 
a thorough, searching, complete investiga- 
tion. Your retcommendation meets with the 
entire approbation of the court, and I am 
pleased that you havé made it. There was 
one other matter of grave public importance 
to which the court had hoped to call your at- 
tention, but which the press of official busi- 
ness would have compelled yaqu to leave un- 
touched perhaps.. I will merely mention it 
now. Itis the periodic raids upon the un- 
fortunate women who inhabit what is known 
as the levee district of the city. It has been 
charged that ‘these raids are miade 
simply for the purpose of revenue. not in the 
interests of justice and moral purity. If un- 


fortunates aré bemg harassefl in the interests | 


of professional bondsmen and others, those 
engaged in such practicesshould be punished, 
It is not unlikely that such evils do exist ina 
large city like Chicago.” 

Secretary Howard Is Mirthfal. 


Secretary Howard of the Washington Park 
club was asked last night what he thought of 
the grand jury’s action, and he laughed 
im moderately, When he got_— his 
breath He said: ‘* Weil, weli, well, but that 
is funny!

Corrigan's Sensational Statement.

GROWTH OF SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 


More than 500 Votes Gained in One Dis- 
trict Since Last Summer. 

The growth of Socialist infiuence in Ger. 
many is shown in the result of a bye-election 
for the Imperial Diet, which took place two 
or three wees ago at Plauen in Saxony. 
This constituency has hitherto been in the 
possession of the Conseryatives, whose candi- 
date polled last summer 12,766 votes, against 
the 12,052 votes for his Socialist oppoment. 
The Imperial Diet, however, declared the 
election of the Conservative member to 
be null and void, and ordered a fresh contest. 
The first ballot proved indecisive. Four can- 
didates presented themselves from the Social- 
ist, Radical, anti-Semitic, and Nationa) Lib- 
eral parties. They received 9,919, 1,999, 
2.667, and 6,000 votes respectively. As the 
Socialist did not obtain an absolute majority, 
a second ballot was necessary between him 
and the National Liberal candidate, in whose 
support all thie so-called ‘* parties of arder”’ 
had united against social democracy. But 
their forces were split once more by the 
anti-Semitic e¢andidature, and finally Herr 
Gerisch, the Socialist candidate, was returned 
by 12,582 votes against 10,874, a majority 
of nearly 2,000. Herr Gerisch. is the forty- 


fifth Socialist member of the Imperial’ Diet» 


and the eighth frem the Kingdgm of Saxony. 
It thus appears that since last summer, in 
spite of the exertions made by the State- 
maintainmg parties in Saxony, the Spcial- 
Dechacwate babe gained more than 500 votes.

The Conqueror wilt Have No Time to Look 
After the Wounded. 

Archibald Forbes in Scribner: Let me 

briefly adumbrate the possibilities—indeed, I 


' may say the probabilities—of the result ef a 


great hattle in the next gréat war, which is 
sure to be “ shert; sharp, and decisive;’’ The 
fighting has been prolonged and bloody, with 
the result that one side is definitely 
beaten, evacuates its positiors, and re- 
treats more ,or leas _ precipitately, 
leaving on the ground its wounded, 
nohe of whom, gould be cared for whi.e 
the conflict lasted, The successful command- 
er’s ground is littered with his own wounded; 
he has them on his hands in thousands, and he 
has aiso on his hands the thousands of the 
wounded of'the vanquished force which has 
gone away. The conqueror of the future, if 
he accepts the old-time conventional burden 
of his adversaty’s wounded, will become its 
victim. He will not accept the incubus, Is 
it to be imagined that the victor in such 
circumstances will think twice even’ ubout 
his own wounded, let alone the wounded of 
the other side? No. Heis in the field, not to be 
a hospitel nurse, but to follow up his 
advantage - by hammering on the enemy 
who has departed, leaving his own wounded 
behind, and who may come back again to- 
morrow to strike him while clogged in the 
live and dead débris of yesterday’s battle. 
The victors will hasten away to overtake or 
hang on the'skirts of the’ vanquished army, 
leaving the wounded of both sides to be dealt 
with as may be possible by such surgeons as 
he cag afford, in view of { uture.contingencies, 
to leave behind, and to the ministrations of 
cosmopolitan amateur philanthropists of the 
Red Cross and kindred organizations, For 
there will ‘be no more wilitary bearer com- 
panies, In the hynger for fighting men the 
1,000 bearers pef army corps of the present 
will have been incorporated into a strong 
brigade, with arms in their hands and a place 
in the fighting line. : 


A BIG COMET IS COMING OUR WAY, 


Splendid Traveler Due to Come Within 
Human Vision in 1911, 

Halley’s comet is coming back—the comet 
which in the year 1066 shed a celestial splen- 
dor over the Norman conquest and whose ter- 
ror-inspiring visit was commemorated by the 
hand of Queen Matilda in the Bayeux tapes- 
try; the comet that in 1456, the year of the 
battle of Belgrade, scared the Turk and 
Christian alike, and was anathematized by a 
bull from the Pope; the comet whose 
strange scimitar form still chilled the marrow 
of the ignorant and superstitious at ite 1atest 
return in 1835. It is yet far away, says the 
Providence Journal, butthe eye of science 
sees it, already within the orbit Neptune, 
rushing sunward and earthwafd with con- 
stantly increasing. velocity as it falls along 
the steep curve of its orbit. And a call to 
arms, a call for preparation, has just been 
issued from one of the chief watch towers 
of astronomy. Prof. Glasenapp an- 
nounces that the computing bureau estab- 
lished by the Russian Astronomical Society has 
uadertaken the calculation of the true path of 
Halley’s comet with a view to predicting the 
exact date of the next return. He hopes that 
astronomers acquainted with unpuvlished 
observations of the comet will communicate 
the information to the society. After its 
perihelion the comet was watched retreat- 
ing out into space until May, 1836, when it 
was finally swallowed from sight. It will be* 
in peribelion again about 1911, but with the 
great telescopes now in existence and thie 
may then have been con- 
structed, it is prébable that the comet will be 
detected coming sunward a year or more ear- 
lier than that. The fact that the labor of 
computing the precise time of its return is 
already about to Booth gives assurance that 
the next time it will not be a question of how 
many days but rather of how many hours or 
even minutes the calculations will be in error. 


HEAVY COST OF THE CONGO RAILWAY. 


Almost Insurmountable Difficulties. En- 
countered in Its Construction. 

The statement concerning the Congo rail- 
way which was submitted to. the Belgian 
Chamber the other day by M. De Smet de 
Nayer, as an argument in favor of a subsidy 
of £400,000. has excited a vast amount of 
criticism on the part of the Radicals. The of- 
ticial figures show that instead of the million 
sterling at which the cost of construction 
was estimated at the outset the railway 
will absorb £2,250,000, and that its 
maintenance will require an annual outlay 
of £73,080 without putting aside anything 
towards the liquidation of the debt. The 
annual expenditure will thus exceed by £12,. 
000 the receifts expected in the estimates of 
the company, even at.the almost, prohibitive 
rates of £40 per ton and £20 per passenger 
for a distance of 248 miles (400 kilometres), 
The company maintains, how ver, that when 
the line for a distance of 175 kilometres is 
in working order the railway can be profita- 
bly opened. Thus far, however, it has cost 
‘£8,000 per kilometre to constructand £100, 
000 for preliminary surveys, which are stiil 
unfinished, so that itis natural enough the 
Minister of Finatice should hesitate to ado 
in their entirety. the optimist views of t 
company. While affirming his belief that 
their calculations will prove correct, he is 
careful to enumerate the prodigious and al- 
most insurmountable difficulties that the en- 
terprise has encountered. The main obsta- 
cles have been the climate, the soil, the con- 
formation of the country, and the. impossibil- 
ty of finding capable workmen. Begun in 
1890, it was only at the end of. three years of 
almost superhuman effort that the work of 
laying the line from Matadito Kenge, repre- 
senting the first section of forty kilometres, 
was accomplished. 


NUMBERED WITH THE DEAD. 


Dr. William A. Barker. 


Dr. William A. Barker, who died of Bright's 
disease yesterday morning athis home, No. 1812 
Belmont aventie, was one of .the conspicuous 
members of the younger homeopathic profession 
in Chicago. He was37 years old and leaves a 
widow. Dr. Barker graduated from Hahne- 
mann Medical College in 1879 under the precep- 
tership of Dr. R. Ludiam, with whom he re-: 
mained as a practitioner for two years. In 1883 
he was.appointed’ visiting physician to the de-

Hospital. He was a member of the Western 
Institute of Homeopathy and the Clinical Society 
of Hahnemann College.

 FEOTED BY BADNEWS 


Depressing Railroad Reports and Other 
Brawbacks Leave the Market in Better 
Condition Even than a Week Ago= 
‘Clique Which Wilt Oppose a Rise in 
Whisky TrusteTreasury Department

New York, June 30.—/[Speciat}—pull 
speculators in the stock market have had a 
good many things against them this Week, but 
so far nothing has disconcerted, ein barrassed, 
or damaged them.| As a mutter of {get they 
are better off, so far as surface indicatigna go, 
than they were a week ago, Halfa dozen 
big railroads have sent on depressing traffic 
reports, with tremendous deereaseg in gross 
and net earnings, and there have been draw. 
backs of other sorts of the character and to 
an extent which under ordinary circumstances 
would result in falling quotations. 

The big railroad strike out West has come 
along to disturb and upset conditions, and 
there haye been other factors of similar con- 
sequence. But everything of this nature has 
failen fiat. The more bad news that Wall 
street has received the moréindependent Wall 
street has been of everything which has bad 
news init. Thus, while the strike from day 
to day has grown more consequential, the 
stock market has not only held aloof from 
it, but as bad news accumulated strength has 
really come into the market. 

Having “ut entirely loose from surrounding 
conditions the market has stood still two | 
whole weeks. Two or three efforts in two or 
three quarters have been made to boom it. 
None of them sucteeded. In the industrial 
stocks these efforts have been most pro- 
nounced and aggressive, but they have accom- 
plished little. There, has been some seesaw- 
ing, in sugar trust stock, but not much to 
amount to anything. 

Whisky Trust Insiders Active, 

In whisky trust @Ticago insiders have been 
pretty active, but the stock does not show any 
rallying disposition.

ACROSS THE OCEAN WITHA FALSE BOW. 


Remarkable Run of the Ethiopia After a 
Collision with an lIeeberg. 

A correspondent writes to Tas Trirsunz 
from the steamship Ethiopia of the Anchor 
line, under date of June 16, while off the 
coast of Ireland, giving the details of the 
recent collision of that vessel with an iceberg 
ten days before.- It is a concise statement of 
fact, chronicling one of thé most remarkable 
runs ever made across the Atlantic or any 
other ocean, and is as follows: 

**It was Wednesday, June 6, that the steam- 
ship Ethiopia of the Anchor line struck an 
iceberg. The steamer was four days out from 
New York, and was running northeast along 
the Newfoundland bank, two hundred miles 
southwest of the Flemish Cape. Tuesday 
had been densely foggy and Wednesday was 
even more so, Qne could see no. farther 
than thirty yards ahead: The boat had been 
running at twelve knots an hour since it left 
New York. Owing to the nasty weather the 
passengers were nearly all’ gathered in the 
cabins. Suddenly at 2:30 m. the engines 
stopped and there came a@ lull of five seconds. 
Then there was a tremendous crash. The 
boat wrenched, shuddered, and stood still; 
the screw spun round frantically, and the ship 
trembled and shook fearfully. Then there 
was a sudden lurch and the ship, obeying the 
frantic screw, drove swiftly. backward. This 
took place in a minute and a half. 

‘The passengers for the most part rushed 
for the deck. Your correspondent was among 
bow in 
time to see a vast white mountain of ice 
swinging away to the east side of the ship. 
Looking over the rail he saw that the vessel's 
bows were both driven iin. leaving 
a large hole—found afterwards large enough 
to admit a tally-ho coach—through which the 
water was furiously rushmg. The bow 
dropped almost immediately and it looked to 
those unacquainted with the ship’s construc- 
tion as if it was going to sink at once. 

“Gomg back toward the -stern the wildest 
excitement was found to prevail everywhere 
among passengers. Orders had been issued 
to cut away the boats. Women wept and 
screamed and then, buried in despair, were 
silent. Men stood here and there in a sicken- 
ing apathy of terror, only partially relieved 
by the Captain: who appeared, after having 
examined the ship’s hold, and assured every 
one that the damage was not fatal and the 
ship could be run all right. The rest of 
Wednesday and Wednesday night and Thurs- 
day were given up to making repairs, with 
steam off and the ship drifting. Fortunately 
the wind was driving along the ship’s course. 

‘A close examination showed the bows 
for three feet above water line. and seventeen 
below to have been ‘ground clean away.’ 
The first buikhead had een’ pierced by @ 
broken steel brace and had a hole, five feet 
below water line, eleven inches in diameter,. 
This. was calked with a bag of flour. A false 
bow of heavy ash timber was arranged before 
the first bulkhead for a breakwater, and the 
space between the false bow and the first 
bulkhead, about 10x12x20 feet, was filled 
with flour. The bulkhead was also braced 
behind with heavy ash timber in an intricate 
and invulnerable manner. 

‘The boat then put ahead at the rate of 
four knots an hour, which was gradually in- 


creased as the cargo was shipped to the stern | 


and the bow raised at least seven feet. This 
speed was increased to nine and a half and ten 
knots. When Doregal Bay and quiet water 
was reached a speed of twelve knots was car- 
ried, and the plucky, but unfortunate boat, 
the first one that ever crossed the entire 
Atlantic in such damaged shape, arrived at 
Glasgow onty five days late.’

The significance and value of Mr. George P. 
A. Healy’s gift to the Newberry Library will 
appear to any one who realizes the years of 
patient training and the- outlay in money and 
vital energy represented by each portrait. The 
gift made from Mr. Healty’s Paris studio 
bears the date of- April 16,1886. After a 
burial of eight years in pine coffins about two 
dozen portraits have lately been resurrected’ 
and set on high to enjoy probably a life.co- 
eval with that of Chicago.

He'sits in careleso, soldierly fashion 
on a cabin-like sofa, as ‘if aboard of a mate- 
rialized form-of theship of state. He looks 
down and aside. He may be thinking of 
some deep strategic movement—he may 
be thinking of nothing at all. Quien sabe? 
The face tells nothing. ue 
Set as a guard to the stairway—though it is 
evident he sees no angels (or other beings) as-

On the second tloor, in Room A, devoted to 
history and biography, is an international! ar- 
‘yay of the leaders and writers of great events. 
Juies Simon, with white side-whiskers, bald 
front, and general air of benignity, looks 
down from. a=large canvas. When 
the French Empire was formaliy declared at 
an end Sept. 5, 1870, this man was one of 
the seven wise men choseri as a Committeé of 
‘Defense. And when the commune, “the gen- 
tlemen of the pavement,” seized upon Paris 
he was declared a traitor, and _ his property 
confiscated or destroyed. In the troubled 
Presidency of Marshal MacMahon he served 


for a time as Prime Minister, though it was’, 


only a dire politicai necessity which led the 
soldier-President to give so advanced a Re- 
publican a place in his Cabinet. Uprightness 
and. liberality characterized his life, a state- 
ment which makes a good epitaph. His his- 
torical writings show a broad philosophic 
spirit. 
Portrait of the German Chancellor. 

On Jules Simon's right hand, quite as if he 
had always been his best friend instead of his 
terrible foe, is Prince Otto Edward Leopold 
von Bismarck-Schénhausen, ‘** unitier of Ger- 
many.” There is nothing in the stout figure 
i to suggest the youthful years when he was 
- “as thin as a knitting needle,’’ nothing in the 
stern countenance to tell of the roystering 
times’ of his early manhood—the eight 
lawless years when he indulged in 
such pleasantries as firing off pistols 2lose 
to the heads of unsuspecting friends, letting 
foxes loose in drawing-rooms, and scouring 
the country in a Brom Bones style. No won- 
der the parents of the young lady he finally 
wooed in marriage seriously hesitated over ac- 
cepting the ** mad Bismarck ”’ as a son-in-law. 
In three semesters spent at Gottingen he 
managed to fight twenty-eight duels, from 
one of which he bearsa deep scar in his left 
cheek. It. may be added that he bud not been 
at this university twenty-four jours before he 
was arraigned by the authorities to answer 
for some undisciplined proceeding. 
Strange to say, he ,was in- 
tiznate there with “a pensive American lad,”’ 
John Lothrop Motley. This Peter and John 
friendship made the two young men fellow- 


lodgers a little later, about 1833, in Berlin;-f 


and, as years went on, the two, grown fa- 
mous, had occasional opportunities t0 renew, 
at European capitals, the old-time feelings, 
How Herr von Bismarck obtained his. pro- 


found knowledge of hietory and political sci- j 


ence does not appear on any surface, for, 
during his university period, “it wae the 
wonder of the place”’ when the athletic 
young man attended a lécture. Of his 
parliamentary career, of his latter- 
day fame for diplomacy and crushing will, 
there is no need to speak. His superstitions 
are also known—such as a plebeian faith in 
‘ghosts, in Friday’s ill-luck, and in the fatality 
of having thirteen at the table. 

The portrait represents him in the prime of 
his power. Quill in hand, he seems about to 
write down one of his despotic decrees. Now 
in: retirement, with the years pressing upon 
him, and the spirit of liberty dominating the 
air, he will probably do no more decreeing. 

It must be remarked just here that portraits 
bo large of canyas as those of M. Simon and 
Prince Bismarck need more foreground than 

*their present mounting gives them. One feels 
in passing as if these warrior-diplomats were 
about to pounce upon him despite the peace- 
ful character of general surroundings.

PUTS A CHECK TO AID. 


STOOK JOBBING THROTTLES THE RE- 
LIEF OF THE FLOOD SUFFERERS. 


Canadian Pacific to Prevent the Shrinkage 
of Stuck Is Believed to Be Behind the 
Reports Minimizing the Damage Done 
fn British Columbia—Lieut.-Gov. Dewd- 
ney’s Estimate ‘of Loss Stops the Gener- 
ous Proffers of Assistance—His State- 
ments Discredited=Railway Influence. 


Monreal, Que., ‘June 24.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—The belief is general in East- 
ern Canada that the Canadian Pacific railway 
in order to prevent a shrinkage in ite stock is 
doing its utmost to minimize the amount of 
the damage reported as resulting from the 
floods in British Columbia. It has gone so 
far‘in this that subscriptions which would 
otherwise pour into the devastated province 
from private parties and commercial corpora- 
tions have been withheld. The official re- 
ports sent by Lieui.-Gov. Dewdney to the 
Dominion Government are characterized by 
residents of British Columbia now in Eastern 
Canada as entirely misleading and calculated 
to givea false impression of the state of 


affairs. 

Alexander Begg, now in Montreal, is one 
British Columbian who professes'to be alto- 
getner dissatisfied with the reports now being 
circulated since the resumption of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific telegraph system.. Writing to 
the local preas he says: ‘‘Despite the report 
of Lieut.-Gov. Dewdney I would ask those 
who are so generously inclined to come to the 
aid of the sufferers not to form a decision un- 
tii more ig heard from the province 
as to the actual amount of damage done 
and = the assistance reall required 
to relieve the sufferers. hose who 
remember the overflow of the Fraser River in 
1882 are incredulous of the floods of this 
season (which rose far higher) not having 
caused hardship and suffering.”’ This, he 
says, is the opinion of men who went all 
through the floods of 1882 and know what 
they are talking about. He further adds that 
in-the opinion of every British Columbian in 
the eastern part of Canada the people in the 
Pacific coast province will suffer, and the aid 
from Eastern Canada, which has been shut 
off through Lieut,-Gov. Dewdney's report, 
will be sadly missed. Hesays the reports so 
far received only came from cities 
and sources not actually’ sufferers 
and that the people of Canada 
have yet to hear from the settlers themselves 
who were overtaken by the flood. While the 
province has many provinces he does not be- 
lieve they are capable of repairing the losses 
of the settlers or relieving their distress, and 
he asks people to suspend judgment until the 
actual condition of thmgs can be learned, 
The allegations that the Canadian Pacific 
railway would not be damaged tothe extent 
reported may be partly true, but this has no 
bearing on the destruction done in the flooded 
districts. 

Dewdney’s Report Blocks Kelief. 


Lieut.-Gov. Dewdney’s report. which has so 
effectually shut off the relief subscriptions in 
Montreal, Toronto, and the other centers of 
population of Eastern Canada, was received 
ten daysago. At that exact time Col. Baker, 
Provincial Secretary of British Colum bia, in 
reviewing the gituation made this  »fficial 
statement to his government at British Co- 
lumbia: ‘** We have before us farfmers, many 
of whom have taken years to bring their land 
into a highstate of cultivation. In some 
cases this they could not do without mort- 
gaging their properties: In addition to this 
they had to bear the effects of depression in 
agricultural matters for the last few years. 
Suddénly the terrible calamity of the flood 
came upon them as the climax. We now 
find them with their crops utterly destroyed; 
their fences gone; their cultivated lands 
in many places covered with huge piles 
of driftwood.”’ Col. Baker further adds that 
‘* while the cattle and stock to a great extent 
have been saved for the present, means must 
be found for providing winter food. This 
can only be done by furnishing the farmers 
at once with seed for use when the water sub- 
sides.. It is the intention of the government 
to at once provide this seed for the farmers. 
Fences will be replaced and bridges put in 
through the same means, but this will only 
give the farmers employment at wages to as- 
sist them to tide over their serious difficulties, 
That is the condition of things in the Fraser 
River Valley.’’ 

Advices from the Kootenay. district and 
along the Columbia River from Dr. Norman 
Taylor. formerly of Ottawa, under date of 
June 4, state that the Canadian Pacific rail. 
road, only a quarter of a mile from Golden, 
is completely washed away, and the nearest 
point of communication is twelve miles from 
Golden. Fora distance of 150 miles up the 
Columbia River every bridge has been swept 
away, and such towns as Kaslo on the Koote- 
nay Lake have been inundated and much 
property destroyed, and the mining plants in 
the district, upon which the people are totally 
dependent, have also been destroyed. He 
does not attempt to form any estimate of the 
mouetary damage done in this district. 

Some idea of the capacity of British Colum- 
bia to relieve this distress may be formed 
from the fact that the total revenue of the 
province and expenses as well balance year- 
ly atabout a million dollars. The interest 
charges on the British Columbia debt, which 
is now in the vicinity of some $3,000,000, 
amount to nearly $250,000. The province 
has surplus. Still, Lieut.-Gov. Dewdney says 
in his report that the Provincial Government 
of British Columbia is capable of coping with 
the distress. 

Extent of the Damage. 


- Takethe Fraser Valley, for instance, and 
the following figures,.collected froin the same 
source as that on which Lieut.-Gov. Dewdney 
based his report, show the damage done, 
Mr. Shannon of Vancouver, a gentleman pos- 
- sessing wide knowledge of the Fraser River 
settlements, lent his aid in this task. Sur- 
rey, a district nine miles by ten, was two feet 
under water; no monetary estimate is given 
for the loss here. The Langley municipality 
has suffered. damage to the extent of 
$32,000; Matsqui, $16,800; Sumas, $40,- 
000; Chilliwack, the oldest settlement on the 
Fraser, $310,000. At North Arm the dam- 
age to the bridge is $20,000;to the delta 
land, $7,000; -Coquitlan, $5,000; Mape 
Ridge (Pitt Meadows), $50,000; Dewdney, 
an area of five miles by eight, was inun- 
dated ; Hatzic, $35,000; Nicomen, $50,000; 
between Nicomen and the Yale district, 
$8,000; in the Yale district, $8,000, 

Thus it. will be seen that the loss in the 
Fraser Valley alone amounts to considerably 
more than half a million of dollars. An es- 
timate since made puts the entire lossin the 
province at $5,000,000. 

The ee naturally arises, where is the 
Province of British Columbia to procure suffi- 
cient funds to relieve these sufferers to a 
moderate degree, and in view of these facts, 
was Lieut.-GovV. Dewdney’s report to the 
Dominion Government justifiable? Eastern 
Canada is ready and willing to contribute to 
the flood sufferers, but their hand is staid by 
this report. 

It is interesting in this connection to ‘note 
that the loss to the Canadian Pacific railway 
in the shrinkage of traffic in its telegraph and 
railroad and .the actual damage done to its 
tracks, which weré admittedly washed out in 
many places for miies,. is not included in 
the estimate.’ Op the strength of ad- 
vices received, wever, Canadian Pa- 
cific railway stock a drop 
of 24% points. This road is capitalized at 
$65,000,000, so that the stockholders suffer 
a loss of $2,600,000. 


Influence of the Railway. 


It is interesting also to note the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor’s connectidn -with the 
Canadian Pacific railroad.

They tell me out 
there chat this tree belongs'to the coniferous 
species. It grows to bé something like twen- 
ty-five feet hign and then stops, Its leaves 
are long, slender, and pointed, like porcupine 
quills. When this tree is ina good humor 
these leaves lie close to the branches, and it 
spreads a pleasant aromatic odor all around. 
But when itis angry every leaf on the tree 
rises up on end, and the aspect of that partic- 
ular piece of timber is about as fierce and 
threatening as anything yon would care to 
look at. The pleasant resinous odor the tree 
sends forth in its peaceful mood gives way to 
an odor that will put wings on your feet to 
place as much distance as you can between 
the offensive tree and yourself. 

“This tree is especially touchy on the sub- 
ject of dogs, and the coming of a canine any- 
where near it will instantly make it furious. 
Yet a wolf, a grizzly bear, or a mountain lion 
never ruffles the temper of this tree if those 
animals du not presume on too great famili- 
arity with it. They may lie around it as long 
as they care to, but if ohne of them so far fer- 
gets itself as to rub or. scratch the trunk of 
the tree, the hot-tempered thing will fy 
into one of its tantrums instantly, and 
the way Mr. Bear, Wolf, or Lion will make 
himself scarce in those parts is a whole circus 
to see. Nothing will work this tree upto 
concert pitch, though, so quick and effectual- 
ly as throwing. stones at it. Then it will act- 
ually rip and tear, and no living thing would 
think of gomg within gunshot of it. Some 
folks out at Houck’s Tank call this tree the 
porcupine tree, and some say ite right name 
is skunk tree. I call it the holy terror tree. 
But, no matter what you call it, it isa queer 
job of nature, and Arizona claims it as ber 


own. 
‘* While this tree is the only real, genuine 
Gov. Waite sort of a vegetabie kingdom crank 
we've got in Arizona, we point with some 
more pride to another tree that only Arizona 
soil has the talent to produce. This one is 
the electric light tree. This tree is not as 
abundant as the holy terror tree, and is a 
dwarf, seldom having the courage to get 
moré than twelve feet high. Its foliage is 
very dense, ahd at night it gleams like anh 
arc light. The light that shines from this 
tree is so strong that one may sit twenty-five 
feet away and read fine print. The 
queerest point of this tree 
that its light begins to grow dim with the 
coming of the new moon and steadily loses 
brilliancy until the moon is full. Then the 
tree is as dark as a mine. When the moon be- 
gins to wane the tree’s luminosity is gradually 
renewed, and by the time the moon has dis- 
appeared the tree is shining again as brightly 
as ever. Sometimes the ‘ignt, on this queer 
tree becomes faint even in the dark of the 
moon. Then we have to doa queer thing to 
restore it. Wedrench it with a bucketful or 
two of water, and instantly the effulgent glow 
will return in all its brilliancy.” 


IN THE WHITE CELLS AT JOLIET. 


A Species of Punishment That No Prisoner 
Can Long Endure. 

New York Advertiser: *“ Solitary confine- 
ment in a dungeon cell has always been con- 
sidered as the severest of the corrective meas- 
ures resorted toin penal institutions, but it 
has been improved upon,’ remarked Abner 
V. Chadwick of Hartford, Conn., who is stop- 
ping for a few days at the Everett House on 
his way home from the recent session of the 
National Prison Reform Coagress. ‘“ Pub- 
lic sentiment became so strong several 
years ago in the State of Illinois against 
the dark cell that the Legislature took a hand 
and abelished theinstitution. Some means of 
subdaing the refractory spirit of convicts who 
would'not work was necessary, and as whip- 
ping was abolished the Warden at Joliet Prison 
evoived the most refined and effective form of 
torture yet discovered. Thedungeon was sup- 
planted by what iskhown as the white cells. 
They are located in a detached buildingina 
portion of the inclosure far distant from the 
work shop. The walls of the cell are of great 
thickness, the.silence of the tomb prevails. 
They are lighted from above, but no glimpse 
of the sky can be obtained,and the walls, 
floor, and ceiling ay painted a glaring white. 
Even the narrow board, the only piece of fur- 
niture in the cell, upon which the prisoner is 
permitted to sleep outside of work- 
ing hours, is- painted white. Dur- 
ing the hours when the other convicts 
are at work the man -in the solitary is 
handcuffed to the door of. his cell, his hands 
being chained at gn easy and natural eleva- 
tion. There is not a speck of color to relieve 
the steady, glowmg white with which he is 
surrounded. The effect is terrible when taken 
in connection with the deathlike silence, 
Within an hour the brain of the prisoner be- 
gins to swirl and he becomes deathly sick. 
Few men have ever been able to stand the 
white cell, with its maddening, monotonous, 
unrelieved glare for a single day before they 
begin to beg for mercy. T'woor three hours 
of the tomb-like surroundings generally 
brings the most violent and rebellious spirit 
to terms.”’ > 


Cultivating the Caterpillars’ Chief Enemy. 

Most people have read of and seen pictures of 
the “ Praying Mantis,” a curious,insect of large 
size, so named from the devotional attitude it as- 
sumes when watching or praying for its prey. It 
lives on caterpillars, such asinjure apple trees, 
which it catches and holds with its strong arms 
while it sucks the-juices out of them. A large 


| number of these valuable imsects was hatched 


out in the vivarium at the State Horticultural 
Society’s rooms yesterday and by evening had 

rown to be as large as mosquitoes. A great num- 
of caterpillars are being reared for them to 
feed upon and it was wonderful to see the tiny 
mantis, as soon as it had straightened out its 
legs, start off up the branch of an apple tree on 
whiich the young caper now two weeks 
old, were feeding. One little mantis, not more 
than ten minutes old, tackled a caterpillar about 
ten times as heavy as himself, but was put to 
flight. The eggs of the mantis were sent from 
Japan and the insects raised are eventually to 
be distributed among orchardists to destroy cat- 
erpillars and other insect pests.—Portiand Ore- 
gonian.

Realistic Picture’ of “Hopelessness, Only 
Relievelii by the Memory of $27. . 
. Louisville Courier-Journal: “I had a 
glimpse of life in the’ Kentucky mountains 
the other day that I will not soon forget,” 
said a capitalist. “I made a trip into that 


I went. as far as 
then took a 


look at some coal lands. 
I: could by rail and 
horse and rode into the wilderness. 
Toward ni I brought up at a 
little cabin, Of which I had been pre- 
viously informed, and made arrangements to 
spend the night there. This cabin was about 
20 feet long by about 12 feet wide. On the 
ground ffoor it was all'one room; Above was 
a loft, to which access was gained by means 
of a .adder and a hole ir the floor. There was 
a little corn \growing around the place and 
there were two hogs. In the rear of the cabin 
was a low shed, open at one end, and with a 
slanting roof. It was just big enough to hold 
acowatnight. The cow, which was a lean, 
woe-begone animal, the two hogs, and the 
corn constituted apparently the entire assets 
of the place, | 

“In this establishment were living a man 
and his wife and eight children, the oldest be- 
ing 12 years. They lived on cornmeal. and 
miik, witb occasionally some pork. Both the 
man and the woman were barefooted. The 
elder children had clothes enough to cover 
their nakedness, but the younger were not so 
fortunate. The man seemed to be aslow, 
dull sort of a fellow, who had lived in desti- 
tution so long that he had become used to it. 
The woman wus differeat. Her face wore an 
expression of, abject despair. -If a painter

After sup the. man went out to feed the 
hogs and the cow and do other ‘ chores,’ 

** | talked to the woman for about an hour 
and succeeded with great difficulty in getting 


.her story. Her pride steod in the way of her 


telling me anything fora long time, During 
all the time in which she talked the expres- 
sion of dull listnessness, to which her face had 
become habituated, never left it but once. 
Then a look of something like happiness came 
over her features. This was when she said 
that they had not always. been poor. * We 
werent always this way,’ she said. ‘We were 
well off once, We saved enough, him and 
me, so that we were rich. We had $27 laid 
away once.” That was her idea of wealth. 
Twenty-seven dollars! She went on to say 
that the children had come fast; that a cow 
had to be bought, and that she cost $18. ‘I'he 


children had falien sick and a doctor had to 


be brought ih from civilization, and he cost 
$5, and so it went till their fortune had gone 
and they had nothing left of that magnifi- 
cent $27.

San Salvador, which lies a few 
leagues to the south, is a city of 25,000 peo- 
ple o¢ more and has been destroyed twenty- 
nine times by earthquakes. I talked with the 
English Consul at the port.. He had lived 
twenty years in that country and told me that 
in his opinion old Isaico is what saves the 
country from total destruction. . It is the vent 
for the tfoub.ed bowels of motherearth. If 
it cessed to flow—well, a Salvadorean doesn’t 
enjoy even imagining such a thing. 

Ten years ago the City of San Salvador was 
almost totally destrayed by an unusually vio- 
lent earthquake, Mr. Jones, the gentseman 
before mentioned, was in the city at the time, 


‘He described graphically the scenes during 


the rolling of thé earth. He remarked that 
he was so deathly seasick he forgot to be 
mortally. frightened. : 

So used are the inhabitants to earthquakes 
that they know just whattodo.

New York Sun: From the equator to the 
poles the world is in the enjoyment of; peace 
at this time.

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Vienna’s Underground Electric Rallroad. 


The Anglo-Austrian Bank and the: firm of 
Siemens & Haiske have submitted to the Board 
of Trade a detailed plan for a Vienne under- 
ground railway.

The Rainmaking Outfit. 


This apparatus is not “at all complicated. 
Six large stone jars arranged in pairs are 
Pipes run from each jar, the 
pipes from each pair joining into one and the 
three resulting pipes then ‘running through 
Connecting with the jars 
are wires which run from an electric battery 


car. ‘** This is the most important part/of my 
scheme,’’ said Mr. Jewell, as he looked at it 
with the pride a father feels in a beautiful 
child, The battery consists of thirteen jars. 

Of these twelve are aimost exactly like the 
jars to be.seen in any telegraph office and 

their contents are similar. The thirteenth is 

larger and more imposing and contains a 
preparation the contents of which are known 

only by Mr. Jewell. Through the pipes are 
emitted hourly 4,500 cubic feet of gas. This 
has a temperature of 80° F,, and is calculat- 
ed to ascend until it reaches the polar cur- 
rent, when it is cooled and begins to fall rap- 
idly. 

° This current’ says Mr. Jewell “‘is from 
one mile to one and a haif or two miles high. 
It is necessary for me to reach this current. 
I try to produce rain by the meeting of a 
warm and cold current. As the gas cools and 
falls it creates a vacuum, the moisture rushes 
in and forms a storm center, the result of 
which is rain. If the temperature of the at- 
mosphere is below 40° F, I cannot operate. 
You will see also that when high winds pre- 
vail, as bas been the case here during rouch of 
the time, I cannot produce rain at the point of 
operation. I have no doubt that I have pro- 
duced rains in this vicinity but ‘it bas not 
fallen at the point of operation use 
winds have carried the gases away, and while 
the effect is not lost it is lost at the point 
where the experiment is nerformed.”’ 

‘*What materials and a o you use?”’ 

‘In each experiment,”’ replied the rain- 
maker, ** I use.1,000 pounds of C. B. Jewell’s 
special acid, manufactured by Humiston, 
Heeling & Co. of Chicago. We use also 500 
pounds of metailic alloy, which we call muri- 
um. We use also twenty pounds of ammonia, 
four pounds of ‘caustic potash, and four of 
metallic sodium. The concoctions are 
changed every five hours in this altitude.”

Postmaster Hesing has under consideration 
the question of establishing mail cars in cun- 
nection with cable and elcctric roads, Such 
cars are in operation in Brooklyn and St.

With these in use all classes of 
mailcan be transported from station to sca- 
tion without loss of time. Clerks will be em- 
ployed in these cars distributing ‘mail in 
transit.

An ancient 
system, which began during the revolution or 
thereabouts, made it necessary that vari- 
ous Postmasters should obtain permission 
from Washington before expending even the 
most trifling amount. Oftentimes thousands 
ot dollars have been lost to the government 
by this rule, which prevented the Postmaster 
from acting promptly when occasion de- 
manded. r. Hesing, in his memoriai to 
the Postmaster-General ridiculed this an- 
tiquated system of procedure, As the result 
aneworder of things will go into effect 
shortly and first-class Postmasters will be 
trusted to act reasonably and honestly within 
a limited extent.

NEW PROTECTOR FROM NOXIOUS GASES. 


Bernhard Loeb Has a Respiratory Device 
Which He Claims Is Good. 

An interestmg test with a. new invention 
that proinises.to be of great use in industries 
where work has to be done in the presence of 
noxious gases was made recently at the Scien- 
tific Station for Brewing of Chicago. A room 
was filled with ammonia gas from an ice ma- 
chine, and the inventor, Bernhard Loeb, put 
on his respirator and eye glasses, and went 
into the room. He remained twenty minutes, 
while the currentof ammonia was allowed to 
enter the room(nearly all thattime. Experi- 
ments have , recently been made by the 
Aurora Gas company, which kept men working 
over a broken main for haif an hour ata 
time, using this apparatus, where otherwise it 
was necessary to shift the men every ninety 
seconds. The inventor says his device is in 
use in many mines in Germany, Wgere men 
work steadily for an hour ata time su unded 
by gases which without the respi would 
suffocate them in afew minutes. The prin- 
ciple is in the main that of the diver’s outfit, 
except that it does not require a helmet or

Many of the strikersat Pultman andon ‘the 
railroads may not care ‘nruth for questions of 
‘Tight gtd ‘wrong in the abstract, ‘but every one 
‘of them is vitally interested in knowmg what 
isthe prospect of benefit to himself as a re- 
sult of the struggle, and whether the workmen 
or the employers will suffer most from the 
strike. Thisonly can be ascertained -by a look 
at the conditions. The strikers now are near- 
ing the midfle of the summer /half of the 
year. Last winter was a‘time of great depres- 
sion in ‘business and ‘real ‘trial forthe man 
who ‘had ne accumulations anf wanted to 
work.

Butin the 
mad hope df foreing railroad managers to pay 
boom wages for the building of high-priced 
cars ‘Which the roads donot ‘want, though 
willing to buy a few ‘for ‘future ‘use ff a suffi- 
cient indueement ‘be offered in the way of 
reduced prices, the dictator Debs has ordered 
ageneral interruption of the ‘transportation 
business centering:in'this city. Itis ofmo use 
to tell him that the railroad men would 
not take mew cars at ‘the prices that 
must be asked if ‘the ‘scale of car- 
buildigg wages *he insistel on were con- 
setited to, such consent necessarily mean- 
ing that those wages would be paid only for 
car construttion that would ‘pay a profit to 
the employer, and that till times improve this 
would be none at all.

Suppose the “‘American Railway Union” 
under the leadership 6f Debs should succeed 
inetopving all the Pulfman ears for months 
or for a whole year—if ‘the strike should last 
that long. The stock of that corporation is 
held by thousands of persons, each of whom 
has in it an investment of part .of his or her 
surplus capital. The ‘inconvenience arising 
from the loss of dividends would be small to 
eath 6f these holdtrs compared with the suf- 
fering from privation that must fall on the 
families of the workers engaged in the strug- 
gle, so that comparatively as well.as actually 
it would not pay the latter. 

Troe there isan aggregate leas of many 
millions of-doliars to be:borne by others who 
cannot so well afford tostand it as can the 
Pullman stockholders. And how much would 
these losers be wiiling to contribute to the re- 
lief of suffering .from “tack «of -empleyment 
next winter? Do the ‘strikers suppose that 
the contributions for aid of themselves or 
frierids in case they are out of work will be as 
liberal as if there had been none of this vexa- 
tious and destructive interference with the 
current. of business, already much:staller be- 
cause of the panic of jast-year? To think‘se 
is to suppose that. the milk of human kindness 
cannot be soured by. persecution or its volume 
diminished. by a drain uwpon-the capital from 
Which it flows. 

The best thing the sympathy strikers eould 

‘do would be to return ‘to ‘their jobs before 

their vacated places.are filled by others and

This 
Blamite invasion substantially was econcur- 
rent with the conquest of Egypt by the inva- 
sion ofthe Canaanite or Phenecian old Mion- 
golian hordes who founded Avaris and the 
Hyksos dynasty. Probably this Elamite con- 
quest covered all Southern Babylonia, though

invasion. They went north and founded a 
homogeneous Semitic population farther up 
the vafleys of the two tivers, the basis of ‘the 
later Assyrian Empire.

him can bemnderstood by reference to the 
fact that the father of the faithful had been 
driven out of bis ancestral home, Another 
Mongolian imvasion, mearly 2/000 years 
later, reached the gates of Rome and terrified 
all the QO) World, and still ancther some 
2,000 years aftewards offers Milton a com- 
parison to the multitude of the hosts of Sa- 
tan. 

The wide view of early ‘Oriental history 
here indicated explains not only the rela- 
tion Of Abraham to the politics of Ur of 
the Chaldees and the reason for his hostility 
to the Elamites, but also the fact which re- 
cently has surprised scholars, the wile use of 
the cuneiform writing in Palestine a few 
centuries later, as proved by the Tel-el- 


Amarna tablets. The BHlamites used ‘the ‘ 


cuneiform script. Theraid of Kudur Lagamer 
was one of a large number which brought 
Canaan under the tule of Blam and Baby- 
lonia. The literatare and writing of Canaan 
were Babylonian, uot Egyptian, and it will 
not be surprising if we find that its religion 
and its nétions of cosmogony and all ite 
faiths and legends were closely allied to those 
of Babylonia, 

Is it possitle that the Mongolsin China 
are shaping towards another invasion of lands 
far to the west of them? For several cen- 
turies their country*has been filimg up and 
now would seem to be brimful to running 
over with humanity. Streams of peaceable 
immigrants have gone out to other lands, in- 
clading the United States, but there is no 
more reason to suppose their successors will 
behave like lambs than have any wther of the 
crowas of migrants in the past who felt 
strong enough to assert their power and seize 
imstead of begging or earning. We have no 
certainty that history will not repeat iteelf ‘in 
this as in other respects.

During the month just ended permits were 
issued providing for the erection of 835 
buildings covering a frontage of 20.154 feet 
and costing $3,115,600. In June; 1893, the 
econstructién of 751 buildings covering a 
frontage of 18,248 feet and representing an 
outlay of $2,249,450 was authorized.

If there is any suburb around Chicago 
which prides itself upon a multiplicity of 
virtues that suburb is Morgan Park.

TO GET EVEN WITH OLD HUMIDITY, 


Some Practical Hints Which, if Property ‘ 


Heeded, Will Prevent Sunstrokes. 

“ There would be very few cases of sun- 
stroke in Chicago,’’ the doctor was saying, 
apropos of the hot weather, “if it were not 
fot the humidity of thé atmosphere. It is the 


} same way in New York and other cities on the 


shore of large bodies of water. A moist at- 
mosphere tends to prevent evaporation from 
the surface of the body. Hence the ‘ sticki- 
ness’ we hear so much of. Henee, 
also, many other things which condiice 
to heat prostration or thermic fever. 
If a man sweats freely he has little to- fear 
If he doesn’t, or if he 
noticesa diminution of the activity of ‘his 
skin, he would do well to get in out of the 
sun. But most of our sunstrokes are charge- 
able to the moist air. Why, out in Fort Yuma, 
where it is so hot that if a soldier dies and 
goes to—you know, down there—he sends 
back forthwith for his blankets, what we 
know as heat prostration is practically un- 
known, But there the air is dry as a bone 
and the moisture that comes to the eurface of 
the skin is quickly ¢vaporated. 

“And there would be precious few ¢sun- 
strokes,’ the doctor continued, “if men 
would leave alcoholic stimulants alone. If 
you are anxious to trv a case of heat prostra- 
tion by way of adding to your experience I 
couldn’t suggest a better plan than to go and 
get full of whisky on one of these scorching 
days. There are lots of cures for sunstroke, 
but any prevention is better than a cure, and 
the best preventive I know of is regular ard 
temperate habits.”’ 

“And you must have ‘noticed,”’ concluded 
the doctor, “that most of the victims of heat 
prostration in Chicago are newly arrived 
foreigners. The ‘natives and acclimated 
farcigners stand the heat much better than do 
the recent arrivals from Europe and Great 
Britain, where extremely t weather, as we 
know it, is: rarely experienced. When the 
Europeans happen to arrivé during a ‘ hot 
spell" they take very serious ces, 

You ask me fora condensed preventive; 
here itis: (1) Leave strongdrink alone 
live reguiarly; (2) don’t get in a hurry; (3) 
keep out of the suo if you can; (4) keep your 
skin in good condition by ffequent baths, and 
(5) don’t be a newly arrived foreigner.”’

Instead he 
was proscribed and took refuge in Germany, 
where he published a “ Memoire Justificatif’ 


_of his life, in which he declared himself the 


‘irreconcilable enemy of Ki 


On the downfall of the icon, all Carnot re- 


turned to France ang became Minister of 
War, but he soon resigned this office, having 
consistentiy refused to consent to the election 
of Napoleon I, as Consul for life. There was 
little sympathy between the First Consul and 
the honest, impetuous Burgundian, of whom 
Napoleon oncé complained: ‘Carnot is so 
easily deceived.” The grandson, in the opinion 
of many, inherited this mental quality, 


As Napoleon's Minister of War, 


On the abolition of the Tribunate in 1806 
Carnct retired into private life and devoted 
himself to science. But after the Russian 
campaign, believing that the independence of 
France depeaded on the success of the Em- 
peror, he offered his services to Napoleon, 
who appointed him Governor of Antwer 
which city he defended until the abdication i 
1814, He was still favorable to the republic, 
and his ‘*‘ Memoireau Roi”’ did powerful serv- 
ice to the anti-Royalist cause. bn Napoleon’s 
return from Elba Carnot was again made Min- 
ister of War, but this time too late to carry 
out the vigorous measures he had in mind. 
On the overthrow of the Empire he retired, 
first to Warsaw and afterwards Magdeburg, 
where he died in 1828. 

His gravestone is marked by the single 
word * Carnot,” as if that alone sufficed to 
identify him to all the ages, 

Hypolite Carnot inherited all the revolu- 
tzonary traditions of his father, but he was 
cast in a softermold. He wasa Republican, 
but a Republican of the classical type, having 
Cincinnatus fora model. His most impor- 
tant appearance in history was as a member 
of the provisional coubenainuieh in February, 
1848, under Lamartine, the Democrat-Aris- 
tocrat and poet-politician. His associates in 
that brief but memorable government Were 
Arago, the astronomer; Cremieux, Ledou- 
Rollin, the historian; Garnier Pages, who 
twenty-two years later was destined to partic. 
ipate in another provisional government for 
the defense of Paris; and Gen. Cassaignac. 

Sadi-Carnot achieved eminence because he 
came out of the loins of such sires and be- 
cause he inherited their good name and their 
immovable honesty and self-respect. He was 
helped to suceess also by his wife, the daugh- 
ter of M. Dupont-White, a half Englishwom- 
an, whose a talents are so high 
though she is deaf, she leads in all circies and 
is the most entertaining of entertainers. A 

reat French dressmaker of Paris has said of 

me. Carnot that she is one of the three 
women in France who dress perfectly. The 
other two are Americans. 


DESTRUCTION OF NATIVE FORESTS. 


A Bill in Congress to Facilitate the Un- 
worthy Purpose. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press: It will not be many 
years before the last tone pine tree in North- 
ern Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan will 
have fallen before the ax of the lumberman. 
Representative Baldwin proposes to hurry up 
the destruction of our pine forests by a bill 
which he has successfully pressed to a 
passage in the House and ‘which is ex- 
pected to go through the Senate. This 
bill provides for the sale of all the pine tim- 
ber in the White Earthand Red Lake resérva- 
tions. Itis estimated that there are at least 
500,000 acres of this timber. The bill pro- 
poses to dispose of it, as fast as 100,000 
acres are surveyed, in forty-acre lots at pub- 
li@anetion to the highest bidder, but for not 
less than 8,000,000 feet. It would be a 
great deal wiser and better for the 
government to take measures to pre- 
serve this timher, by pening. it under for- 
estry regulations which would aa for 
cutting out the old pine trees and lettmg the 
young grow and thus perpetuate the forests 
for the benefit of future generations, There 
isenough wholesale destruction of ovr for- 
ests by the private owners whose armies of 
axmen are gradually denuding the whole 
country of its native woods. This ought long 
ago to have teen prevented by such reforms ia 
the administration of our laws 
as would have rotected our forests 
from such wasteful devastation. But 
there is mo meed and no excuse for 
the government hastening within its own do- 
main or in thé territory. where it holds pine 
lands in trust for the Indians to carry on this 
work of destruction. If Baldwin’s bill should 
pass ten years will scarcely pass before the 
entire region around the headwaters of the 
Mississippi will be denuded of its forests, and 
when that happens, ifthe climatolegists are 
not at fault, tt is quite likely to be foliowed 
by serious consequencey affecting the climate 
and hydrogruphy of the State.

While the Starving Men Cheer Wildly

tion of Streight’s famous raid in Georgia. All 
the officers of the regiment were sent to Libby 
Prison, where they arrived May 16. Lieut. 
Thomas remained there until May 7, 1864. 

In writing of the Fourth of July, 1863, he 
says: ‘*Upon being placed in Libby we 
were sent to the upper story, which would 
uccommodate,several hundred men. Upon 
being placed in this department we were di- 
vided into squads of eight or ten and took 
turns in going below to cook ranons. There 
were some noted characters in this lot of 
prisoners, among whom were Gen. Neal Dow, 
the great temperance advocate of Maine; A. 
D. Richardson and Browne, the two newspa- 
per correspondents who were kept so long 
in confinement; Col. Irwin of New York; 
and Col. Streight of Indianapolis. 

** During the month of June some one pro- 
posed that if an exchange was not made before 
the Fourth of July a celebration should be 
held within the walla of Libby Prison. The 
idea took like wildfire. Committees were ap- 
pointed, a President of the day and speakers 
were selected, and an old-fashioned Fourth 
was looked forward to with joy by all. 

*** But what shall we do for. a flag? some 
one asked, ‘* We can never celebrate without 
the Stars and Stripes.’ To solve the problem 
another committee was appointed to provide 

hours they studied and they

It was 
as in vain. But fortune favors the brave, 
and certainly there were brave men congre- 
pee there.

“When the Fourth came the dag was 
proudly fastened to the roof jaists and tw 
and greeted with three loud, long cheers, 
Speeches were made by-those who ceuld talk 
well and patriotic songs were sung by Chap- 
lain McCabe and others. From time to time 
the sight of the embiein that the imprisoned 
men had followed and fought under would 
force them to lose control of thems¢lves and 
on these occasions the old building would 
shake with the reverberation of their pat- 
riotic cheers. Thesight of the national col- 
ors floating above their heads once more 
brought a tear to many an eye. 

** Suddenly the tramp of the officer of the 
guard on the stairs was heard.’ As he entered 
the room the firat thing that caught his ove 
was the Stars and Stripes—the emblem 
freedom and the United States. 

‘**Take down that rag!’ was his command. 
But no one moved to execute his order. 

‘** Take down the flag!’ he repeated, his 
eyes flashing fire and looks of anger ‘that 
seemed to wish annihilation to all 
who stood amilimg. as his wrath 
passed over his face. No attention 
was given to thig any more than the previous 
order. Striding to the point where hung the 
obnoxious emblem, he tore it down, crumpled 
itin his hand and passed from ‘the room, 
leaving this admonition as he went gut: ‘No 
more noise from this room today—remember 
this.’ Deep but low were the blessings 
fullowed him and the celebration ceased, for 
it was well known thatthe rebels were not 
then in humor to be trifled with. Gettysburg 
had been fought and Vicksburg was doomed.

James H. McVicker’s Advertising Scheme. 
My youth was spent in the East, where I 
lived until I was 15 years old. Idon’t know 
that the Fourth of July was celebrated any 
differently in those days than at present. I 
know that I was obliged to earn whatever 
money I spent, which generally went for ice 
cream and peanuts. I have noticed that the 
day is celebrated with more enthusiam in the 
rountry and small towns than in thecity. I 
have heard it said that patriotism is deterio- 
ratmg in Ch , but I bard:y think so.. We 
haven’t the facilities for celebrating that we 
had forty years ago. Then we had plenty of 
reom ab could make lots of noise and tear 
around without danger to life and limb as is 
now the case.

Sively that I would give an exhibition of fire- 
works that night at the titeater, and that 
everyone attending would be {treated to a 
grand display. The statement aroused the 
curigsity-of the people, who couldn’t under- 
stand how I was going to putany fireworks on 
the stage without. burning up the theater. 
much comment had bee. made and so inmaty 
varied reports had been circulated that by the 
time the theater was opened in the evening an 
immense throng of people were waiting to get 
in. Every seat was taken and had there been 
any “ standing room only” signs in those 
days I would have had to use one. The play 
ran along as usual, although the interest in it 
was somewhat overshadowed by the curiosity 
of tae spectatoraas to what was coming after. 
At the conclusion of the last act.I stepped 


before the curtain and announced that if 


' those present would adjoyrn to the front of the 


theater they would see a very pretty display 
of fireworks right across the street. At that 
time,the Dearborn schoolhouse and a fire 
engine house were directly opposite the thea- 
ter. The schoolhouse had a fence around it 
and about'9 o’ciock, when I thought that all 
the tickets that were going to be sold had 
been disposed of, I had a corps of men at 
work putting up the paraphernalia.
